Calcutta, the 22nd July 187d 

By the orders of His Excellencv the Governor General in Council in the 
Home Department, No 1398, dated 12th February 1866, the attention of local 
Govemments u as drawn to the fact that much difficulty was experienced, not 
only by the public, but by local officers, in ascertaining the state of the law 
as regards arms m any particular part of the country, and directions were given 
that the several local Governments should notify in the official Gazette, at the 
commencement of each year, what Sections of the Arms’ Act are m force in each 
part of the tcriitory undci their respective juiisdictions, and should from time 
to time intimate any changes in its application In accordance with these 
orders, notifications haie annuallv appeared in the Calcutta Gazette settmgout 
the application of the Act as affecting Bengal It has now, however, been 
brought to the Lieutenant Governor’s notice that these notifications as last 
published might conveniently have incorporated the rules laid down by the 
Government ot India for the importation and transportation of arms in Bengal , 
and it has been suggested that it would be desirable to publish in connected 
form these rules and a summary of the other existing orders in regard to the 
grant of licenses for can j mg and selling arms as they now stand llis Honor 
has accordingly been pleased to direct tbe publication of the following senes 
of rules, containing all the orders now in force, in supersession of all former 
notifications on the subject

This total IS exclusive of the assignment foi grants in aid to private normal schools these 
grants amount to about Rs 20 000 per annum much of which goes to aided training

(1) four expensive normal schools costing about Rs 15 000 a year a piece

school for primary schoolmasteis in each district and it would be desirable to have one 
normal school m each division to train besides pnmaiy schoolmasters, teachers for middle 
class vernacular schools, and to give such teachers a good grounding in surveying and practi 
cal science lo each normal school must be attached a moricl school or patshala to serve 
as a practising school for the pupil teachers We are to give stipends in the first plaec to actual 
village tuaohers who may be induced to come to the normal schools lor professional 
training and also to young men ol the same class who wish to qualify themselves to be 
village teachers and we may allot a certain number of stipends to students in the higher 
normal schools who are qualifying and may engage to become teachers in middle class 
vernacular sehools 

It IS quite clear that the full patshala grant allotted to any school must be given to 
the substitute in charge uf the patshala, while its teacher is absent at a normal school 
Such a teacher should be allowed a stipend not exceeding Rs 7 a month (the amount to be 
fixed by the managers of each school) while he is at the normal school, and he might be 
allowed an additional rupee per mensem after the first three months provided he passes 
a prescribed examination with credit The stipends of normal school students who are 
not actual schoolmasters should not exceed Rs 4 a mouth Norm il school stipends or 
scholarships (as distinct from schoolmasters stipends) should bo awarded as at present 
to tlujkcandidates of good character who do best at the annual examination for admission 
"No English should be taught in any Government normal school The colleges and 
schools affiliated to the University give a sufficient supply of teachers for English schools 
" On this scheme we should have ten higher normal schools, one for each division 
except ( ooch Bchar and Ghota Nagpore and one extra for lirhoot and the Behar districts

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The practising schools, the Calcutta patshala and the other model schools attached to normal 
schools, are not included in the above estimate beiause the cost of such schools maj as is 
now the case, be legitimately met from the grant for vernacular or for primary schools ' 

2 The Lieutenant Governor is much obligtd 1o the Director for having 
prepared this scheme, which Sir Geoige Oampbtll bad the oppoitunity of dis 
cussing verbally with the Director, the Inspector of Si bools, PicMdency Circle, 
and with the Commissioner of Patna ThePatni noimal school is the only 
institution of its kind where Lnglish is now tiught in Bengal, and where 
normal school pupils aic learning tht oidinuy Univcisity couisc The 
Inspector of Schools, Behar Circle, strongly recommends that the English 
teaching at normal schools be extended Iho Lnuteuant Govcinor, however 
accepts the general principle advocated bv the Dircetoi that Jiinglish should not 
be taught at our normal schools, and to this ruh theio should be no t xecption 
The language taught at the normal schools should be the vernaeulai only, 
namely — 

Bengali in Bengal 

Hindi in Behar 

Oorya in Orissa 

Assamese in Assam 

The Lieutenant Governor would on no account diminish facilities for learning 
English in Behar, where Inglo vcrnaculxr schools aie comparatively few He 
would be ready to sanction a cheap English school to take the place of the 
piescnt English classes at the normal school, iJ the Commissioner buds such a 
school is desirable, or to use some of the money saved for additional I nglish 
scholarships, if that is found desiiahle, alter exhausting the scholar hips alieady 
assigned 

3 The Lieutenant Governoi learns fiom Messrs Atkinson and Woodrow 
that the reduction of the stipend grant to Rs 200 a month at each of the first 
grade normal schools might cause difficulty , and that il money can he spared, 
it would be desirable to allow Rs 100 tor stipends at the laigei schools 
This modification of the Directoi’s schime is iccordm_ly sanctioned The 
Lieutenant Governor approves ot the plan whireby highii stipends aie to be 
given to men who are actually schoolmasters, than to nicie students who are 
qualifying with the view of btcommg schoolmasti rs some day But he consi 
ders that the maximum stipend for such pupils (gioroos who aie actually 
teachers of pnmary schools) should he Rs 5, until ihiy pass an exnminition 
after tlueo months’ normal school instruction llie maximum stipend foi othci 
students may he Rs 4 a month as the Diiector proposes It will bo necessary 
for the Director to prescribe tests, so thit any normal student who passes 
these tests at the half yparly examination should be entitled to a certificate 
either as — 

Ist grade vernacular schoolmaster 
2nd ditto ditto 

1st grade piimary schoolmaster 
2nd ditto ditto 

When this system of tests and certificates shall have been firmly established, 
district committees would probably ai range to give a slightly highei gi int to 
schools or patshalas which employed the higher grades of certificated masters 
It might hereafter be airanged that the higher stipends slii uld be given only 
to those students who, having gained a se* ond grade coitificate, elected to stiy 
on and study for a first gradh certificate 

4 The only modifications which the Lieutenant Goveinor deems it 
necessary to ma&c in the proposed distribution and establishments of the 
normal schools are as follows — 

(a) He would not have a first grade normal school in Tirhoot, where 
at piesent there are but few middle class schools Rocognis 
ing, however, the very largo requir monts of the district ol 
Tirhoot, with its millions of souls and its 600 Government 
primary schools, ho would have, besides a second gr idt normal 
school at Mozufferpoie, a third grade nuimil school at 
Durbhangah 
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(b) As there trill thus be only nine first elass normal schools, one 

of the head masterships on B>s 200 may be struck out The 
Lieutenant Governor would not have agreed to head master 
ships on Es 300 or 2o0 if we were now considering an entirely 
new scheme But as there arc alieady normal school master 
ships on Us 300 and 250 filh d by veiy competent rai n, he will 
allow these giadts of masterships to stand for the present, 
the case to bo considered when a vacancy occurs in either of 
those appointments 

(c) As the Director and Mr Woodrow consider that a second 

noimal school at Baraset foi the icquireracnts of the 21 Pergun 
nahs w ill be ‘,reatly needed, the Lieutenant Governor agrees 
to a thud class normal school being established there 
It must be thoiou^hly undeistood that fully half of the stipends at fust class 
normal schools aie to be allotted to gooroos and to students who engage to 
take up piimary schoolmastci ships All the stipends at second and third 
class normal schools must be allotted to f,ooroos and boys who are qualifying for 
and engage to become primary schoolmasters The normal schools will be 
under the control of the district school committees, just as other schools in the 
district The ordinary rules in rcgaid to the appointment of masters will hold 
^Qod The rate of stipends assipnablo to the several classes of normal students 
mu§t be reported to, and will be subject to the approval of the Director As soon 
as the Diicctor shall have settled the tests and rules, subject to which certi 
hcates may be issued from normal schools, further instructions will bo issued on 
this point

There will remain from the full ^rant of 1872 73 a sum of about Ks 7,000 
to meet chaiges for house rent , these charges aj:e now very considerable at 
Calcutta, Dacca, and some other places hor new normal schools at places 
where there is now no accommodation, the I leutenant Governor will be ready to 
t onsider proposals for building cheap school houses of the native style Buksin 
no case could he sanction more than lis 1 000 for a second or third, or 
lls 3 000 foi a first grade normal school 1 he grant, whatever it might be, 
would have to cover all charges for school furniture 

6 Ihcie remains the question whether, as pioposed by the Commissioner 
of Patna m lus Piimary School Report, tiaining classes for patshala schoolmasters 
should be iblished at the head quartei s of some of the larger sub divisio n!^ , 
wherein jrmm v schools may be very numerous The Lieutenant Governor 
does not think that it will be necessary to have more than one normal school 
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m each distnot (save the 24 Pergunnahs and Tirhoot) as a permanent arrange 
ment , but he will be ready to sanction as a special c ise, and during the year 
1873 74oiilyi small sums not exceeding Rs 300 m all for any one district to 
pay for speejal gouroo ti iinmg classes at the head quarters of large sub divisions, 
and he will not disturb the arrangements which the Commissionelr of Patna 
has alieady made

stuctlv confining the tc idling in ill normal schools to the piopcr vernacular 
Ip Rchar cspeci illy iho Coiumibsioucr must seo that in the Patna and all other 
normal schools the Hindi chaiactci only is used Jsagaiiefoi print and 
Kaithee for writing, in accoidanci with ttic ordcis on the same subject issued 
for administiativo purposts In Assam and Oiissa Bengalee must he strictly 
excluded from normal schools

date of the disturbance of the system to the time of the Sepoy mutiny of 1857 
Such opinions do not of course require serious lefutation I mention thorn 
only to show tliat there are people ignorant enough to entertain them, or 
presumptuous enough to try to induce others to believe in their validity <»In 
order to form a tolerable opinion about the question, wo should inquiie how 
long the Hindus and others have settled in the country The date of their 
settlemtnt cannot, I am pcisuadcd, bo placed at a very remote period Old 
Hindu monuments with inscriptions (few as thev are) carry us back to no 
more than 260 yeais Ihe oldest pottah I have hitheri o soon is not dated 
cailier than 1676 A D But as this pottah eontiins attestation of Hindu 
officials, It bespeaks of cailici settlements of Hindus in the countiy It wc add 
260 1 ears to the monumental date, we are not I suppose, very far from the 
mark It was aftei convulsions had begun in other [larts of Hindustan that 
we may suppose hoidos of people had entered this foitst covered country 
Tiadition siys that the lioutias came from Benr t}uoUj,li the south west 
corner, as the Biahmansand Bajputs came from the noitli 

The countries of these people Central India and Behar, could have felt the 
Mahomed in powei vciv keenly only after a century or two had elapsed since 
its establishment on the throne of Delhi It is therefore r asonable to pr< sume 
that the colonists of whom 1 speak Indians is they Mere would not for an 
ilmost inae< essilile country care to leave their homes until it was made too hot 
for them It this conjecture be light the oocupition of Chota Nagpore by the 
Koutirs and the Hindus may be supposed to li ive commencf d within 600 years 
It must fuithi 1 bo eoncedtd that the colonists could atta(k*tho non Arvan 
communes only voiv slowly and by degrees sinci they could not have been 
long in perceiving that the aborigines, though a simple were yet a veiy exoit 
able and duigeioiis people Allowing all this however, enough time seems to 
have elapsed for doing serious injury to the old yilla-,e communities

members Questions have arisen in the local courts 
as to right of property to the sarm * I think the remarks on the pahnai 
apply to the sarna also 

4/A — The ^aoro or mardana bbiitkhdia (such fields are rather rare) are 
held by ryots gcncially without paymint of rent These fields may oiiginally 
have been the bhuinhan bbutkii4ta of a Bhuinhar’s family, and held by ryots 
on extmction oi that family hence the fields are sometimes called “ lawaris *’ 
bhutkdta Thev are called also mardana, ” because females are not allowed 
to take part in the orgies held out of the produce of the bhutketa 

6fA — The bhutkh^ta, the mundai, and the matohai, all these may be 
classed togcthci as service tenures created out of the rajhus In several 
villages these sen ice tenures have been given up by the holders thereof in 
order to be exempted fiom the services 

6fA — The manjheas, held either by the sub proprietor or farmer of the 
village In the north eastern villages manjheas is understood to mean a small 
quantity of land (geiu rally a khan, or about five acres) held by the manager of 
village Southwards manjheas means the lands held by the sub proprietors, or 
grantees, and there the quantity of manjheas is much grater Both these 
sorts of lands fall within the scope of the Ghota Nagpore Tenures Act, and 
when claimed and proved, have been admitted into our registers

WiiH refirence to the concluding paiagraph ot my predecessor’s letter to 
your address, No 190, of the 18th December, I hate the honor of submitting 
a special report fiom the Acting Lngincci and Inspector of Boilers, reooni 
mending that an examination should be held uid certificates of competency 
gi anted before native engine drneis arc peimittcd to have charge ot boilers 
and primf movers in the town and subuibs of Calcutta 

2 Mr Madge, from expenence, stales that in flour and soorkey wnlla 
worked by native proprietors common coolies tntircly unacquainted with th» 
working of the steam engmc, are placed in charge of the machinery , that the 
mills are frequently kept working day and ni{,ht uithout a change of men , and 
that the practice of working mills at night is gieally on the increase 

3 It appeals to me that our supeivision over steam boilers in the town 
and suburbs cannot be considered complete and effectual unless we take 
measures to ensure that the working ot the mnehmery is placed m the hands 
of competent persons 

4 Under the eims of tho present Act VI (B C ) of 1864 it appears to 
me doubtful whether any rules on the subject can be passed 1 would there 
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fore beg leave to suggest that when the Legi^ative Council fot Bengal 
reassembles, a bill should be introduced amending Act VI, and giving to the 
LieutenBnt*Govemor authority to issue such rules as he may think necessary, 
to provide for the competency of natives and others placed in charge of boilers 
and prime-movers 

vf Certificates might, I would suggest, be granted either by a committee 
composed of engineers meeting sav, every quaitcr, or specially selected 
officers, such as the Mint Master, the Rvlway Locomotive Superintendents, 
the Justices* Engmeers, might be authorized to grant certificates of com 
potency

WriH reference to the suggestion made by Mr Walker, who was lately 
the Engineer and Inspectoi, that an examination should be held and certifi 
oates of competency giantcd before persons are allowed to have charge of 
boilers, I have the honor to make the following observations on the subject 

Several of the flour and soorkey mills in the vicinity of Calcutta have 
very inefficient men in charge of boilers In the course of my visits for the 
purposes of conducting ordinary survevs, dcsciibtd in paragraph 6 of Lord 
II Ulick Browne’s letter, No 190, dated rtie 18th December 1872, to the 
address of the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, I have been very 
much surprised at the class of men who are usually placed m charse of the 
machinery They are, as a rule, totally unacquainted with the woi king of a 
steam engine, and aie simply cntei tamed on the ground of economy In many 
instances 1 have found them to be common coolies, and in some cases where 
there are a number of flour and sooikev mills muddled together, the services 
of a native mistrv, who has some little experience in repairing machinery, arc 
entei tamed , but his supervision over the firemen is simply nothing, as the 
firemen are left m independent charge of the boilers , the native mistry’s 
services being called into reqiusition only when repairs are required to bo 
executed 

An objectionable practice exists of working floui mills throughout the 
night, and this I consider dangerous I have found tlu room inn Inch the 
machinery is placed often very indifferently lighted, and noticed that the same 
man who has had charge of the boiler during the day uas also in charge during 
the night, assisted only by a coolv, who is likewise expected to attend to other 
duties connected with the mqjiufacture of flour Under such an airangement 
accidents are likely to occui, and the practice of wbrkmg flour mills at night, 
I might observe, is greatly on the increase 

I desire it to be understood that these remarks only apply to mills worked 
by native proprietors, of which there are about thirty m number 

Under those circumstances, I cannot too strongly urge the necessity 
of adopting tho proposal made by Mr Walker, of having some system of 
examination for the grant of certificates before any one is placed in charge of 
a boiler

3 It seems to me thit the ■views of the Hospital Committee are sound

Honor AKT Magistuatfs have been appointed and bencht s arranjred m 
many districts In vome Magistrates have objected that cla'^s lit i^jation makes 
it dangerous to do so, and certainly there is so much ot class questions in 
sqme parts of the country that the Lieutenant Oovemor is becoming seriously 
alarmed, lest by appointing exclusivelv men of the upper clisses 
these questions should be prejudiced 'Ihe arrangements ire such in 
ret'ard to benches, roierence of cases, &c , that be has not much leui of 
actual cases being seriously prejudiced, but the Lieutenant Governor dots 
somewhat fear the power and influence which the name and trappings ol a Ma.is 
trate may give in the eyes of an ignorant people, if the Magistrates are too 
much of one cl iss Th it there may be inconveniences in a class magistracy 
the expenenee ol the Bntish Islands provi s Even when general class ques 
tions were not burning, the English magistracy, as an aristocntie institution 
was not free from suspicion of prtjudice in game questions and such like In 
Ireland, where there were great class questions, it was gcneially found impos 
Bible to allow an aristocratic unpaid magistiacy to act , and since (lass questions 
have become prominent in hngland, the country magistracy is lound to be a 
very assailable institution On all sides the tendency in the United Kingdom 
now IS to doubt the advantage of an unpaid magistracy, and to substituto 
stipendiary Magistrates Certainly then His Honor does not wish to found an 
honorary magistracy on an English model If the benches ait to be useful 
they must be rather a sort of superior punchayets, among whom all classes are 
represented, and not one class only At sudder stations, trom among lawyers 
merchants, and other residents, as well as zemindais, a variety ot classes may 
be found , but at sub divisions and outlying places, the Lu utenant Governor is 
convinced that the system of entrusting to men selected trom among the

" The widow of the Reverend R Crosse (formerly an incumbent on the Fund as the widow 
of the late Mr M J 1 Mac Mahon a subscriber who died lu 
1S31) has been re admitted under the Old Rules from the date of 
decease of her third husband tw, 4th December 1871 The 
private income accruing from the estate of her grandfather is 
LI 00 and that of her late husband £266-5-0 or together 
£866-6-0 She will receive the allowance noted on the margin ’ 

The widow and four sons of the late Mr Flphinstone Jackson 
who died in England on the 8rd Febiuary last

Mrs Dorm applied for admission to the benefits of the Fund as the widow of the late 
Mr J A Dorm who retired on an annuity on Ist May 1858 and died in England on the 
22nd Diccmber 1 ist At thi time of retirement he compounded at married rates for periodical 
paj ment-. of siibsr ripti m His wife subsequently died and he contracted a second marriage on 
the 29Ui Apnl 1864 but made no ripoit of the tact to the Fund Ofhee Had he done so 
he would have been called upon to pay fresh subscnption on account of this second wife or to 
corajxiund on lui account at full rates He would besides have had to pay a fine on account of 
inequality of age at maiiia„p Mi Dorm, however took no steps whatever to bung tins secopd 
wile upon the Pund and the managers have infoi med her that they regret she has no « l.nm 
ujion it for pension 

'Ml PA Humphrey has incurred the jienalty under Article V (6) of the Rules of 
exclusion of Ins daughtci from the benefits of the Fund on account of his not having reported 
her biith within tlic prescribed six months 

Sir G U Yuh has aEo incurred the penalty under Article VI of the Rules of exclusion 
of his daughter and son from the benefits of the Fund on account of his not having repoited 
their birthb within six months He UTees foigctfulness as his excuse ” 

Tlie above eases are submitted for the decision of the meeting The managers recom 
mend that the children in both instances be admitted on payment of a fine of Rs 100 toi'cther 
with arreai subscriptions and 8 pei cent interest ' 

' The next question for which the managers must request consideration is that ofathe 
admission of native civilians to the benefits of the Innd The managers arc very cleai on the 
jinnit that those benefits should not he refused to the native gentlemen now m the service m 
whobt covenants the Secretary of State has, though by admitted oversight inserted the 
condition of subscription But in view of the fact that these gentlemen are willing to accept 
irnditioiis it mono^amj and so far to put themselves on a par with the Service at large, the 
niinagcib do in lieu of the rules submitted by them to the mcetm„ of January, propose the 
aJoiilion of the following addition to Rule 11 —

in consequence been led to vote against proposals which on a full understanding of the case 
they would have probably supported While anxious to have then own views, and the grounds 
on which they rest, fully understood the managers have no desire to press any subsenber to vote 
for measures as to the advisability of whu h he is not convinced They have therefore, con 
sidered it best not to hurry on at this time the discussion of any important proposals regard- 
ing which there appears to be difference of opinion and they will refrain from bringing 
forward the resolutions regarding the suiqdus of which they had given notice They do this 
the more readily because the quinquennial valuations have been completed in time to be 
laid on the table at this meeting and because it will be necessary, in forwarding these to 
the actuary to submit the bcnse of the Service upon all the various ways of utilising the 
surplus that it may seem advisable to suggest Theie is, for instance rather a strong feeling, 
among subscribers at home in favor of the entire exemption of annuitants from subscription 
The managers trust that during the next six months the subject may be well ventilatea, and 
they believe that it will be seen to bo advisable while so referring the whole matter to tne 
actuary to give immediate effect to some of the propositions (bubjcct to the actuary s eventual 
approval) in ordti to avoid ubelcss accumulation of funds for one or two years more At any

Til ^rounds on uhuh the m^nty of managers support this proposal ire two one social 
11 utliir btitistical Much has been said about liberality which we ought to show in doiliUn 
with tl idiect and the illiberality which ivill be displaj ed, and invidious distinctions which 
will U dnwn by our soppoiting the propoKil This is, however, really a mere sentimentil 
ccubidcrati n pit pei perhaps m our dealing with measuies for tho advancement of unti^;^ xt 
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large, but out of place and not deserving of weight in disetissing the present question All 
that we have to consider is whether we, as trustees directors, and members of a social institu 
tion like the Fund, are justified, with reference to the interests of past, present, and future 
contribfltors in admitting to the benefits of the institution a^ class for whom it was not 
onginally designed, and to whom the extension of the benefits is, lu the opimon of many 
supporters of the institution considered unadvisable We protest a|[,dinst the statement that 
our support of this proposal creates or perpetuates any invidious distinction between native 
civilians and ourselves That social difiTerencLS exist beween Natives and Europeans is an ad 
mitted fact which we know and recognize, and which every gentleman opposing the present 
proposal acts on every day of his hfe And, therefore I do not see why in recognising these 
social distmiftions which are not of our creating with reference to fund matters we should 
be considered as drawing any invidious distmction between native cmliaiis and ourselves 
So long as the native civilians are under a social system which recognizes and gives 
legal sanction to such social pecuharities as polygamy notably kuliuism with its abominations, 
seclusion of females infant marriages, prohibition of re marnage of widows, including infant 
widows and ten or twelve dilTerent !bnds of divorce, so long I consider that we are not only 
justified, but doing nothmg more than our duty in holdmg that native civilians should not be 
admitted to the Fund And so long as statistics of native life, both male and female, are 
practically wanting, and so long as their social hie which would enable us to gather some vital 
statistics IS practically unknown to us, so long 1 consider that we should be acting unwisely 
and imprudently as men of business m admittmg native civilians to the Fund The argument 
as to the small amount of damage which admission of natives would do to the Fund is 
no argument at all The question is not one of amount, but of principle Even accepting the 
argument for what it is worth, I could show if it were worth while ^at even one or two cases 
of contested litigation which the hand might have to conduct would land us in expenses which 
as trustees of such an institution, we have no nght, without the strongest reason, to incur, and 
which wc are bound, if possible, to avoid 

Mr B Cockerell seconded the motion 

Mr Bernard moved the following amendment on behalf of a minority of the managers 

^ That the Service do express the opinion that-— 

Natives of India who are or ma^ become members of the Bengal Civil Service may be 
allowed to subscribe to the Bengal Cml Fund at the rates and upon the conditions now appli 
cable to members who are not natives of India 

Provided that substnptions shall not be accepted on behalf of a wife married during the 
life time of another wife oi on behalf of a child born of a wife married during the life time of 
another wife, and that no such wife or child shall receive any allowanoe from the Fund 

" Provided also that if hereafter it be reported, after due professional inquiry, that it is 
necessary, for the protection of the pecuniary interests of the Fund, that natives oi India should 

f >ay higher rates of subscription than other members, such higher rates ol subscription shall bo 
evied from native members but with prospective effect only ^ 

In doing so he said — 

He was not responsible for the wording of the amendment nor did ho agree altogether 
m its full scope, but he did agree in the principle of the amendment He thought it was 
just, and he also thought it was politic to give the native civilians the advantage of feeling 
that they belonged in all respects to the honorable sei vice they had joined The feeling that 
they had the sympathy oi the service would help much to keep them straight and upright in 
all their dealings Mt Bernard did not beheve there was any clear ground of expediency for 
excluding native civilians from the Fund Bengal civilians as a rule, were blessed with very 
large families, whereas Bengalees, especially the class from which native civilians camo had 
small, very small families lor the rest, Mr Bernard thought that we might provide foi striking 
off the Fund any civilian who committed bigamy, just as the rules stiucL off horn the bund 
any wife who committed adultery wo could provide against men mairymg infant wives on 
their deathbeds, and we could in fact provide tolly against all risks 11c would theicforc 
ask the Service to suppoi-t the amendment or any modification theieof which might assert 
the pnnciple that native civihans were to be allowed to join the Civil lund 
Mr Seeley seconded the amendment 
Mr Westland made a few remarks to the effect that — 

• Ho wished to take the opportumiy of expressing his opinion on the question before the 
meeting because he was unable entirely to concur with eithci the motion or the amendment 
He did not see any reason for excluding native civilians fi-om th< privile^^es of the Civil bund, 
in so tar as these pnvileges were the effect of concessions mad by Government to the bund 
But be considered it extremely unadvisable that the liabilities ou account of natives should be 
a charge on that part oi the assets which were subsenbed by, and had to meet the hubihties on 
account of Europeans He would, therefore be inclined to answer Govt rnment that there wa^ 
no objection to the admission of native civilians to the Civil bund, provided that the assets 
subsenbed by them were separated off into an independent branch which might enjoy the same 
nnvilegcs at the bands of Government as the rest oi the bund, but which would alone be 
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chargeable with all payments on their account He did not deem it necessary, however, to 
make any motion or amendment to this effect 

1 he Chairman said that as a mere matter of business he would decline to admil^ natives 
until there were means oi estimating the effect of their admission on the Fund 

The amendment was then put to the vote — ^Imt as only seven members present voted in its 
iavoi it was on a referenee to the Chairman, decided that under Article XVI (17) of the |lulcs 
it was not carried 

The original motion was next put with the following result — 

For the motion — 20 present 177 proxies — ^total 197 ^ 

Agdiiwt it— 7 present 89 proxies — total 46 

Tlu motion was earned 

j The Secretaiy then made the following statement — 

I have now the honor by direction of the managers to lay before you the lesults of the 
quinquennial valuations as drawn up lu the Fund Office, checked in detail by m} self as Secretary 
and linally revised by Mr Westland and to intimate the course which it is intended to pursue 
with regard to them You will have observed from the note by Mr Westland circulated with 
the Fund Office v iluation that even if we substitute for the present subscnption values the reduced 
values found by his new tables the gross surplus of assets is Rs 26 87 226 while according to 
the actuary's tables the sui-plus would, of course be considerably greatci Mi Westland refers 
to a claim of Government against the Fund and after providing tor that, states the net surplus 
at Rs 22 35 172 That claim has not however been actually [^vanced and I am not sure that 
if it wcie advanced it could not be successfully resisted But to he on the sate side we may 
b( content with assuming that we have a ceitam surplus of about 22 lakhs of Rupees This 
is quite m accordanec with the expectations of both the managers and the actuary At the 
last quinquennul valuation there was a surplus estimated by Mr Brown, in accoidance with 
the method of valuation which the managers then followed, at about 10 lakhs and the 
Financial Office note shows that even that surplus was underestimated, and that it was more 
nearly 15 than 10 lakhs had strictly correct methods of adjustment been then adopted The 
only measure taken to dispose of this was a reduction of the rate of subscnption for annuitants 
by 50 per cent and the question of the increase of the benefits to children was, by the 
actuary s advice, specifically reserved for the present quinquennial valuation 

The managers had, therefore as you are aware, proposed to give immediate effeot to some 
benefits of this character which could safely be estimated to fall within the limit of their 
surplus and much of which could they found have been covered even by the balance of surplus 
ot 1868 They had no doubt whatever that this was a perfectly safe course to take, and they 
believed that it was desirable because if it is not adopted the dehy in obtaining the ac 
tuary^fl report is certain to involve needless aoeumulation of funds for at least two years more 

It would seem however, that some members of the service think that the prospects of 
promotion therein are so gloomy as to make the present tables of subscription value perfectly 
worthless, and go so far as to refuse to credit the very existence of a surplus unless the actuaiy 
declare to them that it exists #Now, speaking for myself only I might be allowed to remind 
the gentlemen who hold those views, that any new table which the actuary may frame will be 
based on the data of the past and will estimate for the futyre solely on those data no ac 
tuary will attempt to do more His tables cannot possibly foresee the state of things ten years 
hence except so fai ns piobabilities founded on past cxponeuce may be a safe guide and as a fact 
the data now availiibh do not by any means suppoit the thfory ol our despondent friends to 
the extent supjiosed Desirable as it may be to have the actuary s opinion on other grounds 
theie can be no uoubt on the minds of those who know what a valuation is, and what tho real 
facts as to the data for the tables are that the results as found by him can differ veiy little 
indeed from those is now presented I have alwiys held that it was important that the tables 
should be revised but in the results now laid before you subscriptions had been valued at a very 
inodciatc figure What I urged as necessary last meeting has m effect been done, and 
though tho final opinion of the actuary is required to confirm our valuations, I have little 
dmbt tins will come in time It should lie remembered also that five years hence will 
omc another quinquennial period at which you can again test these theories reduce your 
henefitb or increase your subscriptions You are not stereotyping the hund Rules for all time by 
any action you may now take Your projicr course is now, after leaving such a margin as 
the actuary may think safe, if he does advise a margin at all, to appropriate the remainder of 
}oiir surplus in ways that commend themselves to the majority of your body • 

That m?ie if 11 it all of the benefits proposed by the managers miglit safely be given 
in anticqiation of the actuary s report, and, subject to his ultimate verdict as to cost, admits 
I must crntdid of no reasonable doubt It is for those who advance tho converse to give 
some rci on for the faith that is in them by pointing out some definite flaw m the 
ulculatioiis after inasteiing the subject That no general attempt has been made so to 
mabtci it perhaps be inferred tiomthe lact that only one complete set of the papers has 

been applied i r at the hund Office (and that within the last few days) notwithstanding the 
manageis mvit^tio 1 1 > inspection and offer of perusal of the few copies they have available 
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Thus much I have remarked on my own account On behalf of the managers, I am to say, 
that while holding their own views, they have no wish to foice them on the Seivice They 
find th^ a considerable number of members are opposed at present to doin^ anything without 
an actuary s formal opinion The managers desire to have if clear and well considered 
expressiqn of the wishes of the Seivico at large on that point and generally on all the modes 
of utilising the surplus tlj^t m*iy be found possible They will hold tliemselves bound by the 
results of such a refeience The proposals already ad\eitised do not moreover it seems, cover 
sufficient ground, for a very considerable body of subseiibers has expressed an opinion m 
favor of still further relieving annuitants, — as a mensnro that tells in favor of all classes at 
last Others would prefer a bonus to widows It seems better theielore to lay all these 
qttestions deliberately before the Service again, and to have a very full expression of its views 
before the meeting of January next 

The valuations can meantime go to the actuary for examination of the surplus and 
with full data for a revision of all the tables Arran^emerts are ahead/ being made to 
prepare these data for transmission A subsequent communication can follow after the January 
meeting, when the views of the Service as to the disposal of the surplus have been ascertained 

The manageis, believing that this course is fair to all — fair to themselves as they have 
not yet had an opportunity of meeting the allegations in the circular* of the *i4th June — 
fair to the Service at large which has not had the whole question properly put before it — fair 
especially to that large body of subscribers at home about a third of our whole number, who 
have not even seen the circular of 24th June, and who have as much a n^ht as we to a voice 
in the matter — the managers, I say have resolved for the present to withdraw the resolutions 
of which they had j^iven notice and on then behalf I do now so withdraw them It is hoped 
that this being done the gentlemen who had proposed to bind the manageis by formal resolution 
not to do that which it mij^ht perliaps be contended, the rules in fact enjoin, will be content 
to wait till the whole body of subsciibirs can pa s a deliberate judgment on then proposals 
The manaj^ers pledge themselves to be guided by the wishes of the Service when fully known, 
xnd after havin^ met so far the gentlemen who hold these views they invite them now to make 
a fair and reasonable concession in return 

M} Cotton however, lose to move the following resolution — 

That no Hurplufl b do lar cl or distributed and that no 8 Ueiiie for lutnascj of btncfitB or reduction of 
subHcnptions bo allowed to come into fuioe until afto rctoionoo to a piofeseir nuL actuary 

He said — 

The circumstances which led to the proposal of this resolution and of another resolution 
which would presently be proposed, had been detailed m a circular dated the .J4th June which 
had been signed by himself and sixteen other subscribers from dilTcront parts of the Presidency 
and issued to all the mcmbois of the Service then in India AlthoUj^h the managers had 
withdrawn their own substantive propositions for this meeting theie was nothing, in their 
memo dated the 24th July in which that withdrawal was annouiued noi was there anythin^ 
in Mr Mackenzie s present speech which could be said to indicate an acceptance of ihe prin 
ciples of his resolution On the contrary the managers in their memo still directly 
iontemplated "giving immediate effect to some of their piopowtions ^ Ho regretted that 
this was so, and that the mana^rs had not recognized the wisdom and neccbsity of the re 
solutions which in the intcrebt of a very lar^o body of buhsenbers he considered it his duty to 
piopose It was well, he thought, for every reason that the managers own propositions 
bhottld bo withdrawn, but there was no ar^jUmont tbit he could sec in favor of and much 
against postponing the amendments that he had notified Ibe chief point that he would now 
urge m support of his first resolution was the imprudence and unbusmess like nature of the 
managers action in proposing the immediate allotment at once wilhont loaiting fot an actuary s 
advice, of no less than 14 lakhs and 37 thousand rupees of the ass ts of the Civil Fund Ills 
second argument consistel m the fact winch would be inoie fully tieated in discussing the 
supplementary resolution, that on the average, the gross salaries of subscribers to the bund 
were decreasing in value, and that m conbcquence of the piogressivo diminufion of salaiies 
and subscriptions, the surplus of the bund was not so great os the managers supposed 

The whole question should he said bo thoroughly investigated professionally before the 
Service committed itself to a course which wo might all some day rue On a matter of such 
importance it was indispensable to secure and be guided by the best professional advice For 
his own part he felt he could not place absolute reliance on the calculations of the gentlemen 
to whftn the managers had been content to refer the investigation and with whose valuations 
they were satisfied He would submit to the meeting some of the disrrepaufios in estimating 
the value of the so called surplus that had already bten made In 1370 71 Mr Westland, in 
his Financial note, estimated the surplus after all adjustments to amount to bomething over 
IS lakhs On 25lh Maich 1873, the managers in then circular said that the adjusted suiphis 
would probably be shown by the quinquennial valuations to be well ovtr lo lakhs, and believed 
thit they might safely reckon on a burplus for disposal of more than 20 lakhs On May 2lBt 
1S73 the managers accepted Mr Wcstland'^fa estimate that the adjusted surplus amounted to 
26,18 000 Within one month on June Mr Westhnd issued a note estimating tb 

sifiplus at 21,26,000 reducin;g his former calculations at a stroke by 2,92,000 On July iStli, 
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Mr Westland issued a further note, reducing: the surplus agrain to 22,36,172, or Its 90 828 
less than he bad estimated it a month previous, and Bs 1,72,828 less than he had estimated it 
two months previous It would not be necessary the speakoi thought, to refer again ti^the dis 
crepancies between Mr Wt^tland and Mr Mouteath s calculations, amounting ^o a (ufFerence 
of 8 1 ikhs out of 19 lakhs in their estimate of the cost of increased benefits, as they had already 
been exposed to the Semce m the circular of the 2kth June But he considered it desirable 
to pay now a passing notice to the discrepancy which existed between Messrs Westland and 
Mouteath, and between their various calculations of the value of annmtants^ subscriptions 
The cost of exempting annuitants from their subscriptions was estimated by Mr Monteath 
at 7^ lakhs It was estimated by Mr Westland at Ks 12 18 000 and upon this estimation 
he called upon the members of the Service to pause before they admitted a reduction which 
involved so very gieat a loss to tho I^ind But in his note of the 23rd of June last Mr 
Westland recolealates the value of this benefit at Rs 8 98,000 The speaker could desire 
no more cogent proof of the necessity of entrustmt^ these m itters into the hands of more pro 
fessional i^eisons It was said moreover that an actuary would be two years before he could 
complete his calculations, ) ot the managers were content with calculations which had been 
woiked out in tins country within as many months The accounts upon which they were 
called upon to vote a surplus had been prepaied he would say, with singular precipitation, and 
be did not hesitate to question their ac( uracy He was persuaded that however unworthily 
he stood theie as a representative of all blanches of the Service m making his present protest 
tho scores of letters which ho then held lu his hand were not necessary to convince him 
that the common sense and reason of the Service would insist upon a reference to a professional 
accountant and condemn any anticipate y declaration of surplus far more a distribution of 
surplus No change involving pecuniary liabilities should be made in the Fund save under 
tho best professional advice, — that was the key note of his proposal a note struck not by 
himself but tal en up as it died away from the lips of a gentleman who that day six months, 
as a manager impressed its truth upon the meeting then held in that room, but who as 
Secretary to the managers, was to day most prominent in advocating the opposite policy 

The managers had said m their last memo that it would be necessary m forwarding the 
quinquennial valuations to the actuary, to submit with them the sense of the Service upon 
the various ways of utilizing the sui plus From this wav of putting the case he strongly 
differed He would say that it was necessary first to have both the amount of the surplus 
and also the cost ot all the proposed benehts estimated by a professional 1 he Service, m deoid 
ing on the ments of the propositions, ought to have the opinion of an actuary before them 
as to what they will severally cost At present, as had been amply shown, all was doubt 
and uncertainty on that point The managers were driving the Service into what he considered 
was really a leap in the dork He feared that the Service would ultimately repent it if his 
suggestion to make a prior reference of all these points to an actuary was not accepted 

Mr Cotton was then proceeding to state to tho meeting what he said were bis own 
views and those of a large body of supporters that whatever benefits it might finally be deemed 
advisable to distribute should be distributed with retrospective effect from the date of the last 
quinquennial valuation oq the 31st March 1873, when the Chairman remarked that he doubted 
whether Mr Cotton was in order in proposing his resolution, and as his speech seemed hkely 
to be very lengthy, and would lead to lengthy replies, he would ask Mr Cotton to show him 
that he was in order before ho proceeded, and that his resolution came under Article XVII 

A discussion on this ensued, in which Messrs Wilson, Verner, Magraih, Cotton, and 
others took part 

By those who supported Mr Cotton it was urged, that the managers^ propositions had been 
duly advertised and that it was unnecessary to advertise resolutions which were an amendment 
on their propositions At every meeting of the Cml Fund amendments were proposed it was 
only at the last meeting that several very important amendments were brought forward and 
allowed It was pomted out also that the managers propositions were not published until the 
26ih May, and that it was therefore an impossibility to get out a reply wLoh could be duly 
advertized m the newspapers of all Northern India two months before tho date of the present 
meeting on the 29th July If Mr Cotton s resolutions were ruled to be out of order it would 
bt impossible ever to carry an amendment against the managers where they might have reason 
to believe that they were m a minority It was also shown that m tho foim of proxy, Form ( 
which had been sent by the managers to all subscribers a N B was added to the effect that 
— If any subscriber does not wi^ to support the managers^ proposal as a whole, or has auy 
other pioposal to bring forward, he can cancel the above oi any part of it &c , &<# The 
Secretary will see that all sucli proposals aic duly laid before the meeting ^ Under this 
guaiantec it was contended that the uiaiiagtiN wui bound to see that Mr Cotton s proposals 
were fairly discussed and disposed ot Listly it was urged that under Article XVII ot the 
Kulcb it was quite unneccsbaiy to adveitise m detail each proposition m tho newspapers, and 
that certainly under the advertisement of the managers, which was admittedly correct, any 
in mber ot the Service was at liberty to propose to the meeting any resolution or amendment 
connected w th the surplus of the land that be might think fat The wording ot the 
proxies wafc very wide in its scope, and nould include all such piopositions 
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On the other hand it appeared that the oircular of the 24th June had not been commuin 
oated to the land Office or to the managers as a body, and it was suggested that the resolu 
tion al it stood now, was a substantive motion of a very unusual and sweeping character, such 
as it had always b^n held right to advertise The fact that there had not been time to ad 
vertise it was no excuse for breakmg the rule, and a special General Meeting might have been 
called af^r due notice to meet the ease 

The Chairman thought Mr Cotton was out of order He held that the resolation 
proposed by Mr Cotton, as tending to fetter the action of the managers presciibed by Articles 
aLII (43) and XLIII (44), and to place the initiative as to the matters referred to m those 
articles of the Fund Rules in the hands of the subscribers at a meeting and viewed as an 
independent proposition, constituted a new general question^' within the meaning of Arti 
ole XVII (18), and therefore could not be brought forward without the previous notice requued 
by that article 

Mr JDampter hoped that it would be understood that the present question was one entirely 
between the Chairman and Mr Cotton and his supporters as regards the prerogative of the 
chair , and not one for which the managers were responsible Speaking for himself as a 
manager and he believed for all the managers, he would say that they desired the fullest dis 
cussion of the question so that the views of both parties might be placed fully before the 
subscribers in general The rules, however which regulate public meetings must be obeyed and 
it was a generally accepted rule that the Chairman s decision on such points should bo absolqfc 
The managers, however, had no desire to (^et rid of the discussion on the merits, or to gam 
any advantage for their views by any lour de force, juggles or evasions 

The position taken by the managers was that the questions at issue ought not to Ix 
decided until the merits hud been so fully placed before the subscribers generally that each 
might give a vote founded on his own conviction, and this was the real and sinecic object 
with wbch the managers had taken their present eourbc 

Mr Veiner said — ^that as the Chairman had ruled that Mr Cottons ri solution was out 
of order inasmuch as it had not been advertised under tlio seventeenth aiticle ot the Civil I und 
Rules he would put to the meeting bomc pi oposils that had been duly advertised leaving 
it to the meeting to pass any amendments that might seem advisable Ho thcrefon pioposed 
Hhat the following clau e he added in Article XXIX of the rules after the woida or £l(M) 
a year %n England and m Article XXX after the same words “ and these allowances shall be 
lucieosed by one«fifth if oi after the wife oi widow of the member shall have died 

Ihe Chairman rose and said that Mi Verner was not m order 

Mr Verner replied that he was at a loss to understand why the Chairman held that he 
was out of Older The Chairman had refused to allow Mr Cotton s proposition to be put to 
the meeting because it had not been advertised but no such oh|cction w is applicable to the 
proposal that he had just mode That proposal had bein adveiti ed in tlie presoribcd wav 
and, therefore according to the strictest reading oi the lules it could be hid before the meeting 
He also wished to point out that the tiansaction ot business and the settlement of pendiiipy 
questions must come to a standstill, if at a meetin^ foiinally convened like the present one, 
the managers or any other per^m could abruptly close the pioeiulin„s simply by withdi*awing 
then proi>ositions The general purport of the question to bi considered had been [Uiblished 
so os to meet the requiit me nts of the rules and it did not inattei one iota whether the 
managers did or did not withdraw their special rc eonnm nd itioiih In the pi*e sent cose the 
managers had issued thiir piogiammc barely two inonths before the date fixed by them for 
the meeting, so that it was impossible for those who weie dissatisfied with tint programme to 
comply with the Chaiimins reading of the lulcb He cuncstlj hoped tint the Cluiiiman 
would not put abide tho real qucbtioii at issue He ft It sure tiu majc iity of the meeting 
including many of those opposed to him on the merits, would coiisidei llie contention one 
which he might almost venture to call a quibble Sueli u coiiisc onn adoptid would be likely 
to lead to tho most unhappy lesults, of which not the least woufd be tho efioit of every minority 
to fit.ht a losing cause by means of ieohuical points of oidei, to the cxelubion of the ments oi 
the cose and the opinion of the majority 

The Chairman m\Ag he felt bound to hold tint the bunging foiwnid of an advertised 
resolution by a subscribe! who bad pledged hinibeli b> ins si^intuu to oppose it and with 
ihe^vowed purpose of using it os a means ot bungin^ bcfoic the mecliiit, d pro])ositiou already 
declared inadmissible, was a mere evabion of Article X VI 1 (lb)

Statemfnt or Objects and Bbasons 

The Select Committee on the Bill wbioh is 
now Act X of 1872 ((ie Code of Criminal Proce 
dure)f expressed their opinion that it was dcsir 
able that the procedure of the Hi^h Courts in the 
exercise of their oti^inal criminal jurisdiction 
should be regulated by the same law as that 
which applied to the other Criminal Courts of 
India They did not, however, introduce into 
the ( ode the requisite provisions on this subject, 
as it was necessary to obtain the opinions of van 
ous authorities before making suoU a change m 
the law and this would have delayed the pissing 
of the Code till after Mr Stephen had left India 
These opinions have now been obtained, and the 
present Bill is an attempt to embody their result 

It will be 8 en that the Bill does not purport 
to regulate the practice of the Courts in issuing 
prerogative writs and other omissions will doubt 
less bo pointed out in the course of the careful 
sciutiny which, it is hoped, the Bill will undergo 
On the other hand, it extends the greater pait of 
the Code to the Courts of the Police Magistrates 
and to the Police of the Presidency Towns 

The Bill is divided into ei„ht chapters, the 
fiist of \ihicb, among t other things, repeals per 
tions of the four Statutes and eleven Acts m 
which the ciimmal practice of the High Courts

Goiernment from vards^ estates and municipalities should not be lost sight of, and you 
should take full adsantage of the Government orders lu this respect in the cndcayour to 
establish new schools and to bring the old ones under inspection 

^ You will observe that the Lieutenant Governor does not insist on all the old guru 
mohashoys being brought in for training to a training class, but he thinks that for all the 
new teachers who may be appointed, and for the younger gurus of existing schools,^ this 
should also be made a condition 

As to the nature and standard of teaching which we should aim at I commend to 
your perusal Mr Clarke s report on indigenous education in Mymcnsing, which is published 
as an appendix to the resolution, and I beg that you will bear steadily in mind that existing 
materials and existing systems arc to be made use of as much as possible and that we 
should not insist on printed books superseding oral repetition and writing paper taking 
the place of the plantain leaf or dust L\cn m such things as regular hours and registers 
of attendance, we should be very tender to native habits atid prejudices 1 dwell on this 
subject, not because it is left out of the resolution but because the subordinate officers of 
the Education Department who will in this matter serve as your hands and eyes have natur 
ally enough acquired a very marked dislike and contempt for the unmethodical and primi 
tive methods ot indigenous teaching and contrasting it with the improved system under 
which they have been taught will unless carefully checked endeavour to substitute for it 
something better perhaps but wholly different and acceptable neither to the habits nor the 
means of the cliss we wish to reach 

You should, therefore dnw out a very simple list of the conditions on which grants 
arc to be given, excluding where you think fft, in the case of old gurus or meajees the 
enforced attendance lor a few months at a training class You will observe that during 
this attendance at the training class the guru will continue to draw the Government grant, 
though he must provide a substitute foi his school 

Having drawn out these conditions, you should I think circulate them as widely as

they appear m figures give a very inadequate idea ot the difficulties to be overcome m at 
taming any practical result

19 In regard to mukhtubs, the Magistrate in one of his reports stated that he feared 
little has been done either in the way of giving Government aid to existing mukhtubs or 

in establishing new ones the chief reasons being that so few institutions of this kind are 
to be met with in the interior, in which more than ten Mahomedans receive education, or 
in which the mtajeei are capable of givin^ instructions in arithmetic, mensuration, and the 
vernacular 

20 In reply I gave the Magistrate to understand that I do not want the conditions 
of giving grants to mukhtubs to be fixed and mvariable in the bcginmng The object in 
fixing the conditions is to show the standard which we should work up to, but they need 
not be insisted upon as necessary preliminaries to a grant in every case 

21 The zemindars in this district have not aftorded anv pecuniary assistance although 
a few of them have promised to do so They have, however, m most oases willingly allowed 
the use of houses for schools where their villages have been selected for the establishment 
of these institutions 

22 Mr Alexander, however, entrusted in a large measure to the zemindars and head 
villagers the power of nommating teachers, a plan which I do not think was followed m other 
districts The qualifications of the nominees of course had to bo tested by the Deputy 
Inspectors 

23 The maximum stipend of Rs 5 a month has been given only to those teachers who 
are fully qualified to teach in the Nagree and Kaithee character, and who also possess a fair 
knowledge of arithmetic and mensuration

41 The aid given to the achools vary from Rs 2 to Rs 6 per mensem The only 
report received from the Magistrate scarcely furnishes any further particulars than those 
mentioned above 

42 Ihtre are no Government or W^rds estates in this district 

48 In the selection of teat hers as well as villages for opening new schools or aiding 
existing ones the district and local officers have been guided generally by the spirit of the 
instructions contained m paragraph 1 1 of the Government Resolution of the 30th September 

44 1 have onlv in one instance come across a man combining the profession of 

putwarec with that of guru but very many of the gurus are of that clctes , potential but not 
actual putwarecs 

4o One of the great difficulties which in some place s we have had to contend with haa 
been* the selection of giod gurus One sub divisional ofiicer reported that the applicants 
whom he had examined could scarcely write their own names and could not read three lines 
of pnnt correctly One sub divisional officer was induced by this difficulty to employ the 
police in hunting up candidates for him The result was as may be imagined not successfnl 

46 It has been arranged as I have before mentioned that a register should be kept in 
the lieputy Inspector s oflice m every district with a page to each teacher s name wherein 
the result of the Deputy Inspector s visit to a school is to be entered and that the Magistrates 
should send for and examine this frequently eBjiccially when questions of revising the Govern 
meiit grant come up I have at tin same time distinctly authorized reductions to be made 
111 the sti feuds of the teachers whenever a falling off m their work is perceptible This 
system of paying bv n suits will I trust prevent from sliding into la/iness or a wilful neglect 
of their duties This is one po aible rc ult of the Government grants Another actual and 
very general result I am sorry to say has been the refusal of the pupils parents to contn 
bate any longer I he argnmeut would seem to be that Government pays the gum, whv 
should we pay him The guru is helpless he must keep a certain number of boys together 
to get Oov( riimcnt grant even if he teach them gratis 

47 By not assigning a larger grant than Rs 2 or Rs 2 S and by continual 
explanations on the part of bub Insfiectors and sub divisional officers I trust that this may be 
ovcicome it is however a serious dithculty to have to d( al with at first starting More than 
oil other difficulties however, that district officers have had to contend with they complain 
of the obstinate incredulity of the people as to any disinterested benefit coming from Govern 
ment and their wild credulity as to the motives which actuate us The state of things is 
not a happy comment on our rule but so it i I quote the following remarks of the 
district officers 

48 The Magistrate of Patna in his report No 99 dated 14th February last, paragraph 
4 states — 

1 here has been one instance m which the boys attending a school all left because a 
stupid report got about as to why they were being taught viz that they were to be shipped 
off to the Mauritius when they could read and write in another, the Inspector of Schools, 
Mr iallon told me he could not get a single boy m a village in which one of these schools had 
been started to come anywhere near bim till an enlightened Mahomedan who had been in 
Government service brought up his sou to lead the wa^ when the others followed — and all 
because an equally stupid rumour had been circulated in a third an old guru who had been 
established in Ins village for years as schoolmaster returned his first month^s salary of Rs 6 
by the peon who took it and decamped to another village leaving the school to look after 
Itself why or wherefore I have not yet been able to ascertain and the school is now flour 
ishing under the management of another competent man , but these are all incidents 
whicli lead me to think that it is not advisable to push on the work of introduction too 
rapidly 

49 The same officer in his letter, dated 13th May last, No 13, paragraph 2, also 
states — 

In addition to the rumours which have for some time past been going the round of 
the distiict tint all those learning up to a certain standard will be shipped off to the colonics 
whether they wish it or not another idea has now taken hold of the people which has been 
staited through the circulation of the returns to be filled up by the different gurus which 
iciiuires their furnishing information regarding the position in life of their pupils and the 
means of then parents which is, that the gurus are nothing more or less than paid spies of 
ihe Government placed ill over the countiy to acquire information which will allow of 
Govtiumei t nitr iduciug ome new tax ** 1 believe this idea to be distressingly common 

# 
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60 The Magistrate of Shahabad in paragraph 7 of bis letter No 848, dated 27th 
March, remarks— 

** i^mindars and their ryots as a body cannot quite understand why Government should 
expend so xquch money without the ulterior object of securing benefit to itself in^some 
way, some zemindars think the people are only to be educated m order that when they 
have acquired a certain amount of knowledge and have so far become useful, they may be 
takeif away from their village and employed elsewhere by Governmtut , others that the 
Tillage teachers are really entertained as a means of espionage in regard to what goes on in 
the village 

51 In paragraph 8 of his letter No 141, dated 22nd May IS?} addressed to the 
Magistrate of Tirhoot, the Assistant Magistrate in charge of the Modhubuny sub division 
olM^es— 

I beg to say that his (Sub Inspector’s) representation to me of his difficulties are 
stronger than what I put forward in my letter he says he was everywhere received with 
distrust on the ground that it was incredible that Government should give Ks 5 and Bs 8 
a month gratnitously there must be some object And villagers persisted m believing that 
their children, if sent to such schools, would be transferred to Patna or Calcutta, chiefly as 
army recruits and would be obliged to give up their religion ” 

52 Other Magistrates have spoken of the same things m more general terms 

53 Hie moral 1 draw from all tins is not that the scheme should be abandoned but 
that it should be persisted in and introduced more extensively — only gradually and above 
all, patiently I refer to tins nniversul distrust to show that the introduction of the scheme 
was by no means altogether plain sailing to the district officers and their subordinates 

64 It IS difficult to specify among the district officers any one more deserving of 
praise than another They have all (with the single exception of the Magistrate of 
Chumparun, for whom there were special excuses) taken up the subject with all possible zeal 
and earnestness, and devoted the early months of the year to this special work and as I 
venture to submit with a remarkable degree of success Of the sub divisional officers, 1 
would bring specially to notice — 

Mr O Bcilly Seetamarcc 

Baba Hiinolachurn Bhuttaebaijee Behar 

Mr Eyre Sasseeram 

Syud Amir Hosstin Nowada 

Other sub divisional officers may have done as well as these but I have been specially struck 
by a perusal of their diaries &c , with the energy and intelligence brought to bear on the 
subject by these officers 

5i There are some subsidiary points about which correspondence has been and still 
18 going on, which deserve a brief mention here These arc — 

66 I — Indigenous teaching for Mahomedans — As regards this point I agree with 
Dr Pallou in thinking that simple Hindustani m the Persian character may be used, as the 
vehicle for conveying primary instructiun in the mukhtubs without infringing any of the 
rules laid down by Ills Honor the Lieuti ntant Governor The language bein^ one and the 
same, the only question is whether Mahomedan boys may be taught the Persian character 
Toe prejudice against their leariyng the Nagn without U arning the Persian character also 
is much stronger than 1 had any idea of and 1 recently heard one of the wisest and most 
enlightened Mahomedans of the day (8yud Ahmud of Benares) at a public meeting of 
Mahbmedans emphatically repudiate on their part the notion that they would ever consent 
that their children should be educated m Hindu schools, and through the medium of the 
Nagri character I havt accordingly authorized the Magistrates to give small grants from 
Bs 3 to Rs 6 to mukhtubs teaching more than 10 boys on condition of the meajees learning 
and introducing into their schools anthmetic mensuration and the vernacular as defined 
above, without at the same time being too strict m the begiiinmg m enforcing the conditions 
required 

o7 II ^Training of Gurus — In regard to the training of gurus a beginning has been 
made in Patna, I believe, and in Ghuprah But so long ago as January last, I raised the 
whole question ol the status on which our model and training schools should be kept up, 
but have hitherto received no reply and till that is settled it is most difficult to orgadize 
any general scheme There is some difficulty in getting the gurus in apart from their 
natural antipathy to leaving their houses and going to school for three or six months, in the 
fact ftat though they get the Government stipend their substuutes get scarcely any fees 
and will not stay I am not anxious to force on this training too vigorously I would get 
m the present men where 1 can but I would look more to training classes for young men, 
and to substituting these by degrees for the older set as they full behind and arc weeded out 
This IS Mr Gordon s view, and 1 have no doubt it is a sound one 

58 III ^Mucatwn Census — ^I have directed an educational census to be taken in two 
or three representative villages in each sub division on the basis of the late census papers 
There will be no difficulty in this, and it will afford a fair standard of present comparison and 
future progress 1 hope soon to hear the results of this 
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59 IV — Examinaiton Cenires — Or Fallon has proposed, in order to facilitate the 
inspection of these numerous schools, that certain centres should be bxed, at which all 
pathsaias at a convenient distance say within a radius of six miles may be assembled on 
certain dates previously notified for the purpose of undergomir common exammation^by thd 
Deputy or Sub Inspector or by sub divisional or district officer 

60 1 have consulted the Magistrates on this point and all who have reported are 
agreed that it would be a mistake It would entail toil and trouble on the masters as w^Jl as 
the students and in coiisequonce prove particularly distasteful to them It would lose the 
great advantage of inspection on the spot and the subsidiary advantage of explaining 
matters to the parents and encouraging the villagers 

61 Mr borilou remarks that an examination carefully conducted under the existing 
system IS likely to leave a wholesome impiCHsiou on the minds of the pupils as well as of 
their relatives and loc il visits of ofiir nls repeated as often as possible would help not a 
little in wiping off the misconceptions and ptcjudices which are still rife among the people 
in respect to the new scheme of popular education 

V — Education Duibar — Another suggestion which Dr Fallon has made is the 
institution of an educational durbar As cornu cted specially with primary education, this 
would I submit be a mistake and is if suitable at all only suitai le when wc come to deal 
with the higher education but apart from this I am alwajs afraid of such things becoming 
mere shams which, instead of commanding respect, would only be a subject of ridicule 

6J I extract a portion from a note by Mr Gordon on this subject which I think 
18 valuable — 

* With reference to the third point the institution of an education il durbar the idea 
seems to me ratlior a foolish one so far as re^aids primary education is concerned If its 
objects were only to promote lusher education somethin^ perhaps might be said in its favor, 
but I am conhefe nt thxt such an institution would, practically spiaking confer no benefit 
whatever on the masses and do no good towards the furtheiancc of elementary education 
It 18 not to be supposed that the half dad bovs of primitive patshalas and mukhtubs with their 
teachers would attend in these durbats or if they did would be at all bettered thereby An 
assembly of this kind would pcrhajis be one of the most extraordinary ever seen in India, 
and as for rewarding in this manner the few philanthiopie Undh Ideis who may have given 
lls 2 or 3 a month and built a shed for the school why there are many other ways open to 
Government of expressing approval of their conduct Durbars are liked by those native 
gentlemen who in foi ( tablishing societies all over the country, who have a taste for 
pomp and ceremony who look forward to the robe or title of honor as a reward for their 
philanthropic exertions The bestowal of a khilat or title of honor or distinction, on such 
persona may be a fitting way of recognizing the great good they have done to their country, 
but these are not the men who would go among their villagers and point out to them the 
advantage they will gam by sending their boys to these elementary schools , nay, I believe 
they would probably lathcr discourage thau (iicouragf them to do so 

‘ I have pointed out above wli tt 1 consider the best way of advancing primary education 
among the mas es Frequent visits to and converse with the people will do much good than 
bolding hundreds of durbais llie idea is a delusion and a snare 

One other point only remains which I have had a good deal of discussion about 
that IS, the means of couvej mg their pay to the gurus 1 < ailed for opinions from the 
Magistrates to whom the matter is h ft by Government and after considering them, I issued 
the following brief circular whnh conveys ray own opinions on the matter I observe that 
the question of paying their stipends to the gurus and mcajees under the new scheme of 
primary education is left mdiulv to tlic disuction of tlio Magistrates After consulting the 
Magistrates oi this division, I find that they are unanimous in desiring a monthly, and not 
a quarterly, payment It is also tolerably clear from their answers that the existing staff of 
Sub Inspectors 18 utteily insufii<ient to nuclei talc the duty of making regular payments 
month by month to each school and if a system of circles be devised so as to bring a number 
of gurus together on a fixed day to meet him, the plan involves a loss of time both to him 
and to the gurus I should have liked it to be arranged, wherever possible, that the gurus 
should come in to the sub divisional head quirters to receive their pay so as to give the 
sub divisional officer an opportunity of seeiii^ and speakiu^ with them, and thus tightening 
their connection with the Goierumcnt, and for this objeet I think the loss of tv\o or three 
davs work m the month would be cheaply purchased But it seems clear that this plan 
cannot be earned out universally and though I hope the Magistrates may adopt it for those 
schools that are within easy reach for all others they have apparently to choose betweip two 
alternatives either to let the gurus ree ivc tneir pay from the thannah or to adopt the system 
of circles by which a bub Inspector might meet and pay a certain number of gurus on a 
certain day If the money were deposited at the thannahs and the Sub Inspector was to fix 
a day for paying, all the gurus in the jiirisdictiou at the tlianuah as often as he could come 
and let the police do it when he was unable, it would combine the advantages of both systems 
and save the Sub Inspector fiom tiavtlling about with large sums of money ”

3 All districts except Chumparun have done very successfully The 
Gya results are espceully good in several particulars The Lieutenant 
Governor hopes Chumparun will make up way in future 

4 The Lieutenant Governor is of opinion tli it the orders you issued 
were excellent and judicious, as your oiders generally are and fully ciny out 
the views of Gov< innient It must be expected th it there will be difiiculttcs 
and misconstructions as to anj thing new m this countn, but they soon piss 
over, and the pi ictical result show s that tliey have br cn conquered m this 
matter so far as to enable thi Government to make a ^ood start , that this 
once done, progiess miy be as fast as funds and mi ins admit, though neither 
the funds nor the maelnnerj idnut of too lapid a prognss, and it mi^ht not 
be politic to attempt to do too much It may be well to give up for the time

9 As regal ds the comphint that parents will not pay teachers when 
the State does, that is a couijilamt in many parts of the woild Probably

12 His Honor w ill also be anxious to know that the large number of 
Mahomedan schools thus iided are really, or are in process of bein^ made, 
useful primary schools and that middle class schools or mcic mosque religious 
recitations are not inide recipients of primiry school funds to too great an 
extent His Honor knows that at many mosques boys aic well taught, and 
wherever it be so, if they aie well tiught, the Government is thoioughly 
content, whoevoi the bovs be, aud whocvci teaches them, but we must see that 
theic IS piactical tcaolnng 

13 M herever it is the habit of the Mahomedans, the Persian character 
must be rccogmsed as a vehicle ol primaiv instruction among them, and the 
Lieutenant Governoi bilieves it really is so to a gieat extent m Behar, which 
differs from Bengal in that Kspect But if the teisian or Arabic characters 
be admitted, tlure is more need for seeing carefully that the schools rcci iving

14 Iho Litutcnanl Govoiuor is constiamed to notice again, as he has 
noticed in anotlui jilaci what is said ol the hostility ot Brahmins and 
Bahbuns This sf ems t speciallv stiange with lespcct to the education wc aie 
now seeking to ^ive All o\ <i India the Bi ihmins arc not the enemies of 
education and aic seldom ml ractablc oi sulky ptoplc , but just the contrary 
In nindu<»taii piopcr, no doubt, they have lost their ancient position as the 
clerical monopolists of w iiiti n povvi r His Honor believes that is principally 
because Persian was m ido tlu language of business undei the Mahomffdans, 
and they have nevir tal cn to that loiei^jn tongue and character But surely 
the establishment of Hindet school , and the invitation to Brahimns and 
other litciate castes to take pay vs schoolmasteis, is not calculated to excite 
their hostility liic Bahbuns, again not unfr< quciitly arc educated and 
ambitions And m Behar both Bihbuns and Biahmins aro just the people 
who dcsiio to he vilbgi headmen, jer/^ lyots, oi putwanes, and to whom good 
piimarv educ''tiou is especially sciviceablc His Honor much trusts soon to

Emigration — lu place of sections 10 and 11, we have retained section G4 ot Act II of 
1870 only adding thin to a provision that the Lieutenant Covcriior may prohibit emigration 
if he has reason to believe that a political disturbance is likely to occur iii any labor district 
We have re constructed Beition li 


(jafden mdart — On this subject we have omitted trom section 20 of the Bill thepre 
vision re 'lulling a garden sirdar to be furnished with a power of attorney We have 
modified the provisions of section 24 which required coolies engaged by a garden sirdar 
to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub division of the district, by allow 
ing them to be rc^isteicd before the Magistrate ot the district or sub division of the district 
through which they shall first pass on the road to their destmati&n 

We have given power to the employer or his representative in Calcutta to cancel before 
the Superintendent of b migration contracts made in the district by a garden sirdar on pay 
ment of the coolies travclliii,, expenses 

We have struck out section 50 which enacts that a firu imposed on a ^ardcu sirdar shall 
be recoverable from the cmplojer 

Recruiters — W e have altered section 46, winch required the M i{,istrate to satisfy 
himself by inquiry that the person to whom a recru ter s license had bee n granted was not 
unfitted by character or otherwise to be a recruiter before countersit,ning such license and 
we have maele it obligatory on the Magistrate to countersign unless it appears to him that 
such person is unfit to be employed as a recruiter 

Ti ansport — Wc have amended section 71 of the Bill by providing that the penalty 

S unbed by it for delay in dispatching a vessel shall not be incurred if the delay is occa 
}d by any casualty of navigation Section 79 required the master of any licensed vessel 
port the arrival of las vessel to the Magistrate at every place at which a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and to await the answer of the Magistrate This provision being indefinite wc have 
in place tliereof substituted the following namely that the master shall be bemnd to report 
to the Magistrate immediately on arrival, and to remain during not less than six 
hours of daylight In lieu of the power of detention given to the Magistrate by 
section 82, which is indefinite we have substituted a clear and distinct power of deten 
tion under certain circumstances, not exceeding five days and wc have reconstructed this 
section We have also altered section S3 to make it accord with the section preceding 
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Locahttes unfit for residence of laborers —Being of opinion that the percentage of 
mortahtjr, upon which the Lieutenant Governor is enabled to act ^nd declare an estate 
for the residence of laborers under the terroe of section 12 1, is by itself iio ce^taid or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence, we have considerably modified the section The power 
conferred by it is very summary, and we have therefore limited its exercise to cases pf 
unfitness arising from the neglect or default of owners or employers whenever it may appear 
that the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121 is due to that cause The preced 
mg section provides for two classes of cases in reference to estates — (1) unhealthiness and 
unfitness arising from condition (3) nnhealthmess and unfitness arising from situation This 
section provides machinery for proper and searching inquiry We have therefore thought 
It right to limit the exercise of summary powers by the Lieutenant (governor to the cases 
mentioned above Vfe have framed a section m lieu of section 181, basing the action of the 
Lieutenant Governor upon the percentage of mortality mentioned m section 181 and we 
have provided therein for specifie inquiries to be made before the Lieutenant Governor can 
declare an estate unfit for residence 

Contracts by time expired laborers — Chapter 17 — ^ c have omitted this chapter and we 
have not re enacted section 117 of Act II of 1870 being of opinion upon the information 
afforded us that it is not desirable to interfere with the free aetion of laborers who have 
served out their time As a result of this omission we have provided in section 106 that 
the inspectors arc to make leturns of all laborers employed on an estate whether engaged 
under the Actor not 

Neglect of work and arrears of wages — Chapter IS — This chapter is entirelv a new 
provision for the regulation of the relative duties of master and servant Wc do not see that 
such a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts It forms a branch of 
general law, and should not be dealt with in a law relating to a special subject We have 
consequently omitted this chapter 

Chapter 19 — As chapters 17 and 18 have been struck out, this chapter has no appbca 
tion and it is therefore omitted 

We proposed to insert by way of schedule to the Bill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving them to be settled by the Executive Government as is provided by 
section j of the Bill but not having had sufficient time and information to frame them 
wc have allowed the provuiohs of the Bill in this respect to stand unaltered for the present 

In presenting this preliminarv report we beg to reserve to ourselves the libertv of 
further considering altering and amending the Bill as now amended and plai ed before the 
Council 

Wc recommend that the amended Bill and Act II of 1870 be published in the Cakntta 
Gazette in double columns, to show the changes proposed lu the law

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hon’ble members that on the last occasion when the Bdl was before the Coun 
oil, it was remanded to the Select Gomnuttee for a definite object, which object 
had been adopted by the Council in opposition to the principle of the J^ill as 
first presented by the Select Committee Practical^, the instruction to the 
Select Committee was to firame the Bill so that no portion of the cost of lighting 
any giren tract should fall on the general rates of the Howrah Mumcipahty^ that 
the benefited tract should pay entirely, and under all circumstances, the whole 
cost of its own lighting And the Council having adopted that prmciple, raised 
the maximum of taxation to three per cent , so that no part of the cost might pos 
sibly devolve upon the general revenues In framing the Bill in accordance with 
these instructions, the Select Committee found it absolutely necessary to separate 
the case of the tract in which lighting already existed and in regard to which, 
so to say, the Council was not free It was bound by certain obligations which 
had been already incurred It would not have been giving effect to the pnn 
ciple adopted by the Council if, for that tract which was already lighted, the 
Select Committee had fixed a maximum of three per cent Whatever would 
be the cost of efficient lighting there, as approved by the Lieutenant Governor, 
must, according to the principle adopted by the Council, be paid by the 
inhabitants of that particular tract Therefore the Committee had separated 
that particular tract from the icst of the town by the proviso which the 
Council would sc( in the second p irt of Section d, which imposed no maximum 
rate at all us to that part of the town which was already lighted 

Regarding the icst of the town to which, possibly, gas lighting might be 
extended in future, the Committee had absolutely followed the instructions of 
the Council, which were to fix a maximum of three per cent That was adopted 
in opposition to the Select Committee’s former report as a whole 

There was only one more remark which Mr Dampier would make So 
much had been said of the poor population of Howrah, and the natives 
having to pay (an enormous number of them, some 97,000) for the benefit of 
a few Europeans, that ho might as well give the Council the figures which had 
been supplied to him as to the effect of the Act within the tract already 
lighted In that tract, he was informed, there were 3,200 houses occupied by 
natives, who, at two per cent , would have paid Rs 4,200, or an average of about 
Re 1 5 for each house The houses occupied by Europeans numbered 281, and 
they would pay, at two per ctnt , Rs 12,*t94, so that < aeh native house would 
have got for Re 1 3 precihclj the simo adiantage of lighting as each E’lropean 
house would liai e by paying Rs 46 2 or thereabouts The sime proportions 
would of course hold good at whatever amount the rate might bo levied He 
merely mentioned this to icmove an impiession which might have been left by 
the argument that 97,000 natives would suffer foi the benefit of a few 
"F uropeans lie would now leave the motion in the liands of the Council

ThelloN’Bii Bauoo Digumbeb Muter moved that m Section 3, line 7, 
the words ‘ two per centum” b< substituted for “ throe per centum ” He must 
admit the soundm ss of the views whu h had dictated IIis Honor the President 
to oppose the amendment he moved ut the last meeting of the Council proposing 
to hx the lighting rate at three pt i cent instead of two As a general light 
mg rate, there could be no question that three per cent was extravagantly high for 
Ilowrali, when the Calcutta maximum i ite was only two per cent But he then 
thought that wo had no other choue in the matter The annual sum contract 
ed for with the Gas Company must in the first instance be provided for, and 
that out of the piocoeds of the rate hvied within the gas aiea, which, according 
to the facts then before us, he found could not bo done if the rate were filled at 
two per cent And lathci than sacrifice the sound and righteous principle which 
tor the pui|)Osos of this Bill we had laid down in Committee, and which had 
been unanimously agreed to by the Council, he proposed that the rate be raised 
to throe per cent , the proceeds of which, lu calculated, would just cover the requir 
ed amount W o subsequently discovered, however, that the amount leviable 
according to the estimate fuinishcd by the Chairman of the Howrah Mimicipal 
ity was contingent upon 36 more lights being added to the present number, to 
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render whole of the nven ms area accessible to the rate, according to the 
conditions prescribed jn the Bill This would entail aniadditional charge of nearly 
Rs ^000^ so that the total amount we had to provide for as the first charge on 
the hghting rate was, in round numbers, Rs 26,000, wl^ch even a rate of throe per 
q^nt would not cover Again, if the Howrah mmnonalists were to be b^eved, 
e^hpencent of the rate represented Rs 4,600, andnotRsTOOOastheObbirman 
ofme Municipality estimated In this state of uncertainty the Select Committee 
thought that they had no other alternative left than to recommend the ralher 
nnusual course of leaving the determination of the rate to be levied within the 
gas area, to the discretion of the Commissioners The contract amount, however, 
being thus specially provided for, there was no longer any necessity for keeping 
the general hghtmg rate at such an unreasonably high figure as three per cept 
If a rate of two per cent was found insufficient for the fuither extension of gas 
lighting on the terms and conditions prescribed in tho Bill, that of itself was a 
sufficient proof that the Municipahty was not rich enough to afford the luxury, 
and must do without it 

The Hok’ble Mr Dampier said that the position was rather cuiious 
The hon’ble member who, at the previous debate, had forced up the rate from 
two to three per cent , now wished the Council to return to two per cent , and 
Mr Dampior, who originally appeared as the advocate of two per cent , now 
appeared as the advocate of three per cent He need not add that the incon 
sistency was on the surface only, both his hon’blo fhend and Mr Dampier 
himself had valid reasons for the course they had taken The Bill had now 
taken a different shape, and there were now elements to be considered Now, 
his reason for now advocating throe per cent was this When there was a possi 
bility of tho cost of lighting any area overflowing, so to sptak, tho proceeds 
of the maximum rate to be levied under the Bill, he thought that it would 
be proper that anything above the two per cent should bo contributed from 
the general rates But now tho Council had absolutely refused to allow any 
contribution to be made under any cireumstances from the general rates , and 
therefore to fix a maximum of two per cent would, as far us he could judge, 
be futde, and make the clause practically inopi rative As things went, he 
did not believe that for many years it would be possible to make any extension 
of gas lighting in Howrah if atwOt per cent rate was fixed as a ni ixinium It 
was not meant that there was to be any imniedi ite i xtension and that thn i 
per cent was to be levied at once But even if tlin t percent weic insufficient 
now, it might be expected that within a rcasoiiablo time the value of piopcrty 
in Howrah would have so far inci eased tint the rate would be sulheicnt, at 
any rate in tho more advanced portions of tin town to which it would natuially 
be desirable first to exteud g is lighting To limit the rate to tw o per tent would 
be putting off any further extension sim die i oi these reasons hi would 
oppose the amendment 

The Hon’blf Rajaji Joteendro Mouun Tagore said ho would support tho 
amendment which had been pioposed 1 he eireumst itu es under which, at 
the last sitting of the Council, a rate of three pei cent was projiosed, had, ho 
thought, considerably changed The rate, it would be reimmbired, was raised 
from two to throe per cent on tho ground that a two jicr icnt rate would not 
be sufficient to meet the icquired amount which had bein contracted for with 
tho Gas Company But now that the area which had been lighted hud been, 
as it wore, made into a separate tract, and a speei il provision for it had bei n 
introduced in the Bill, he did not see why an exceptionally high rati of tlirco pei 
cent — a higher rate, m fact, than was levied m Calcutta, — was to be imposed in 
liowrah If it was found hereafter, as it w is fraud that a two per cent rate 
was not sufficient for tho purpose of lighting otlici poitionsof Howrah tlian that 
already lighted, it was much better, he thought, that there should be no 
extention of gas light tlian that an exceptionally high r ito should be imposed 
on the people for a benefit which they did not seem to app eciate h or these 
reasons ne would support the motion 

His Honor the President said that to him, as President of the Council, 
the course which the BiU had taken was somewhat a lesson, that from the first he

should not permit amendments to be brought forward without due and sufficient 
notice, in order that both the Oouucil and the mover of the amendment himself 
should hrst consider the effect of the amendment in all its bearings We^ere 
now m a somewhat cunous position, inasmuch as the hon’ble member who 
moved and earned an amenamont increasmg Ihe rate from two to three per 
cent , had now moved that we ^ould go back agam to two per cent His 
Honor understood the situation to be this We were assured by the hon’ole 
member in charge of the Bill — and His Honor behoved the hon’ble member had 

S ven good ground for his assurance — ^that in reality, as things now stood in 
owrah, it was impossible to light any portion ol the municipality by a rate 
not exceeding two per cent , that, he believed, was a fact On the other hand, 
wo were met by the hon’ble mover of the amendment, supported by the Hon’ble 
Rajah Joteendro Mohan ra{,ore, with the argument that if you could not light 
Howrah by a rate of two per cent , it was better not to light it at all It seemed 
to His Honor that wo were m tins position — we must either pass a rate of three 
per cent as reeommendc d by the Select Committee, or we must indefinitely 
postpone the lighting of Howrah by gas beyond the portion already lighted 
He understood the effect of the amt iidment would be this, that until the rest 
of Howrah was much richoi and more populated than it was now, until a 
rate of two per cent would produt e a inuen larger sum than it would do now, 
the rest of Howrah could not bo lighted with gas The question then for the 
Council to decide was, would they give permission to the Municipahty and the 
Government to light Howrah with gas by means of a rate not exceeding three 
per cent , or would they say that the town should not be lighted at all until it 
increased so much in wealth and population that a rate of two per cent would 
bo sufficient ? His Honor must leave the Council to decide that question 

His Honor the Pelsident having asked whether the hon’blo mover of the 
amendment had any remarks to offer m reply, 

The Hon’blf Baboo Diqumbfr Mitier observed that His Honor had given 
a very correct analysis of what had been urged on either side, and Baboo 
Digumber Mittor had therefore nothing farther to add to what he had already 
said in support of the amendment

The Hon’ble Lord Uiick Browni said, before the Council left Section 
3, there was one point on which ho should like to have an explanation from 
the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill The section as altered by the 
Select Committee made a distinction as regards the poition of the town now 
lighted and that portion which should be lift hereafter to be lighted As 
regards the portion already lighted, the sc etion as it stood provided that — 

It shall bo lawful for the Municipal Commissioners to impose a rate suffi

lighted by gas exclusive of tho cost of maintainmg the lamp posts That bemg 
so, if a rate of three per cent was insufficient to pay for the cost of lighting the area 
now lighted, three per cent would be insufficient to pay for lighting successive 
areas hereafter He thought that uasapomt which required explanafron as 
regards the distinction made in the section between the parts of Howrah already 
lifted and the parish be lighted hereafter 
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The Hon’ble Mr Pampier said, the answer to the question put by the 
hon’ble member was, that the &ct of three pur cent beinff insufficient to pay 
the cost of lighting the present area, hawing a very limitea number of lamps, 
wa^not in itself conclusive that three per cent would be insufficient, even in 
view of thjp existmg contract, to make extensions For in order to light this 
first %not which now had the benefit of gas, it was necessary for the Gas Com 
pany to set up largo works He was given to understand that the Company 
had in the gas works made provision for lighting a number of lamps which 
would suffice for all parts ot Howrah which were ever likely to be lighted Thev 
were obliged so to u the pnee of the few lamps first lighted that th( re might 
be some little return on the capital outlay of setting up these large gas works 
which eventually were to suffice for all demands lie was given to understand 
that the present profits of the Gas Company were very small indeed, and every 
extra lamp lighted would be an object to the m It was their interest to meet any 
proposal of the Municipality to extend the lighting by saying — ‘ 11 jou wish 
to extend the number of ) our lamps, although y ou art bound by your contr let to 
come to us, and not brmg in another company at a cheaper rate, still, as an 
inducement to you to extend your lighting, wo will reduce the cost for each 
lamp as much as we can ’ That was the reason whj, although a thiee per 
cent rate was insufficu nt to pay for the cost of the portion already lighted, 
it would not necessarily be insufficient for future extensions 

The Hon’ble Mr Dumpier then moved that tho Bill be passed 
The motion was agreed to 

Tho Council was adjourned to a day of which notice would bo given

1 Tnt Lieutenant Governor submitted to the Government of India 
some months back a very valuable note by Colonel Haig, k b , Secretary to this 
Government in th( Irrigation Depaitment, proposing certain schemes for 
draining and irrigating, the water lo-,ged country lying between the Damooda 
and Hooglily rivers The epidemic, known as the Burdwan fever, had 
specially nftected the tract between these two rivers, and Colonel Haig’s note 
discussed the phisical and m iteiial condition of the people ot this tract That 
note was at the iinn communicated to the Fkss 

2 The Government of India, in orders dated the 22nd July, 1873, 
dealing with Colonel Haig s note desired that a particular enquiry should 
be made into thetiieorv held bv Coloml Haig and Hi Sandets, tint the lower 
classes of the Hooghiy and Burdwan districts were under fed and ill nourished, 
and >>0 predisposed to fever Jlie Lieutcn'int Governor has lecoided a 
minute showing what direction enquiiy should at first take, and how it 
should bemide His Honor now diricts that extracts fiom the correspon 

dcnce m iri,inal]y noted bt published with 
a copy ot his minute Instrui tions will be 
i^'surdtothe Majjistrstts of Howish and 
Midnaporc, Hooghiy and Burdwan, to 
make very careful enquiries into tho points 
suggested in the sneoially populous tbannahs of Howiah and Midnapore noticed 
in the minute, and in the parts of Ho( ghly and burdwan specially affected by 
the fiver The Commissioner of the l)ivi'»ion will be requesttd to superintend 
and aid these enquiries rnd the Magistrates* rcpoi ts of results will be submitted 
through him The Commissioner of Felice for ( alcutta will be asked to co 
opeiate in the enquiry to any extent in his power The Magistrates may 
employ on this duty the most competent oflicers, who arc bist acquainted with 
the people and the languaj,e in any department under them If they have 
no such offici rs under them, the Lieutenant Governor will try to supply them 
from othtr districts 

3 1 he Lieutenant Governor desires that the Magistrates will take up 
the busmess at once, and report as eaily as possible to the Commissioner what 
officer or officers they will depute, and what instructions tliev may give as to 
the order or manner in which the inquii ics should bo begun 

4 The Lieutenant Govirnor fuither driws the attention of all officers of 
Government and of the public generally, to thise papers and especially to the 
questions sugge ted bv the Government of Indu in paragraph 12 ot their letter 
of 22nd July He trusts that all Commissioners of Divisions and Magistrates 
of Districts will collect and collate all the information on these enormously 
important questions which they and their subordinates can obtain, and will 
submit them to Government in a clcai and compact form This Government 
also particularly invites practical infoimation touching thesi questions from 
all persons who have a thorough knowledge and experience of the condition 
of the people

1 AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letters Nos AOSIE and 
8871, dated lith Marcli, forwarding copy of Oolonel Hair’s note on tho

2 Colonel II iig s ihle tiid thoughtful note discusses the whole question 
of the causes ot the epidemic tever which has ioi years ravaged these 
tracts, and the means bv which the sources of the fever may be removed, or its 
effects mitigated The note is a valuable addition to the information already 
in possession of the Go\ orriment of India on a subject w hu h has engaged its 
attention for years and the conclusions at which he has airived merit the most 
caretul consideration He proposes bnefly — 

— The extension to various parts of the suffering districts of an 
elaborate system ot dtaim_e similar to the Dhancoonee 
drainage pioject now m cours* of execution 
%nd -^A small irrigation o inal about 12 milos in length to lead the

3 The drainage seh< me is of so extensive a nature and the questions 
involved are so complicated the results stem so pi oblomxtical and the expen 
diturc which will be required is so gri at, th it tin Gov< inor General m Council 
desires to postpone action on this part of the case until he is enabh d to con 
aider the matter in the light of fulUr infotmatiun th in is at present available 
It IS specially desirable to know what are the prospects ot success ot the 
Dhaneoonee project His Ixcelloncy in Council believes that the n suit n ill 
be sufficiently ascertained during the present s( ason, and as the plans and 
estimates ot the other schemes could not be matured until the close of the 
monsoon, the adjournment of present action will involve no real delav 

4 Sloanwiulo the surveys connected with tluse ««cliemfs should hi 
vigorously prosecuted, and to this end the establishments required by the 
Xiieutenant Governor have already been placed at His Honor’s disposal by the 
Public Works Department

6 The executive measures immediately required being thus disposed of 
I now to invite the atleution of His Honor the Lioutmant Governor to the 
general question ot theciuscs of the epidemic dealt with in Colonel Haig’s 
note, and to request that the most c ireful inquiries may be made into the 
subject with a view, if possible, to devise some effectual remedy 

7 Colonel Uaif, discusses this subject m paragraphs 31 — 43 of his rtport, 
and his conclusions, briefly stated, are that bad water and malarial poison 
ing are but sicondary causes, and that the mam cause of the lamentable 
mortality which has prevailed is the want ot stamina in tho pt ople enabling 
them to resist the fever He siys that the district is over populated, and dots 
net fgodttce sufiicidnt food tor ihe inhabitants, who are impoveiished, tmderled, 
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and in*icloquately clothed, and that the consequent aboeqoe of vital energv is 
the real c luse of the remarkable fatality of the epidemic In this opinion 
Colonel H iig is corroborated hy Dr Saunders 

^ The Government of India does not now for the first time hear such 
opinions expressed In a memorial addressed to it a few vears asfo hy the 
Calcutta Missionary Confer* nee, of which Dr Muirav Mitchell, a very moSer 
ate minded man, was President, the condition of the < ultivatmg classes in 
Bengal was thus described — It is nith diffitultv the Bengal ryot procures at 
anv time the necessaries of life, and his chrome poverty is nggravated by the 
recurrence from time to time of such calamities as huriicanes, drousrhts, inunda 
tions, and epidcmi* s both of men and cattle ’ Reports on the subject were 
called for from the district officers in Bmgnl, and from their replies it appeared 
that on the whole they considered the statem* nts made to have been exag 
gciated Those proceedings were reported to the Secretary of S ate in June 
1871 by the Qovtrnment of Indi » and the opinion was expressed that in some 
districts at anv rat< there was a very considerable foundation of truth in the

9 In his reply the Secret iry of State noticed the subject as one of 
extreme importance which His Gra-’e vias coni meed, would receive earlv ind 
caicful consideration from tlu Govrrnment oi Ben.al and snd that he awaited 
with inteiest the result of the Li< utenant Governor s inquiries and dehbera 
turns This despatch was communieited to the Government of B« ngal with 
the letter from the Home Department, hio 390 (Lducation), dated, the 27th 
September 1871 

10 No further correspondence has smre taken phee on the subject, but 
it seems to the Governor Gmcial in Count il th it the matter should now at 
once be takm up in a compr hensive wav for the concurience of two such 
dulliorities as Colonel Haig and Dt Saunders with tho opinion of the Mis 
sionaries, so far as regatds the condition of the people in Burdwan, affords a 
very stroni, ground in lavor of furilur inquiiv 

11 The Gov( rnor General in CouiK il is disposi d to think, from reports 
which have reccntlv bten tnnsrmttcd by the Government of Bengal, that the 
condition of the ryot vaiits gi< itlv in diffiitnt puts of Bengal, that in some 
parts he i well to do and in others vin poir indtid Whit tlu Goveioment 
of India d sires is if possibk to as ertaui tho causes ot thi difference, and 
then to jiid^e it they an removible by the action of Gov*rnincnt It it 
should ippcai that tho distress is causi d by ovc i population, it seems to the 
Govtimr General m Council that tho most effectual remedy would be *some 
scheme of inland, or indeed any emigration 

12 It IS possible that the Lieuton i if Governor is in possession of some 

further information upon this subject, md the Governor Gent r il in Oouiuil 
therefore wishes to leave the form which the inquiry should take to His 
Honor’s decision , but it seems to His Ixccll ncy in Council that if all local 
sources of information hive not been VI t drawn upon, it is highly desirable 
to consult the Government officiils who have experience of the locality, and 
also non offic als — nussionarics, landholders, and others — who have had oppor 
tumties of forming a judgment I im to state further that among othelr 
questions which may suggest themsclvts those which follow require complete

8 With respect to the rest of your letter, I am to say that the Lieutenant 
Governor did not discuss Colonel Haig s view that the fever is m great 
part due to poverty and over population, because he thinks it absolutely certain 
that, however these causes may aggravate and intensify the disease, it is a 
speoifio disease which marches over the country, whether there are or are 
not conditions, which we certainly cannot speedily cure, nnd which, when it does 
come, attacks the well to do as well as the very poor Tho Lieutenant Governor 
assumes, therefore, that we must do what we can to deal with tho specific evil 
of the fever, mdependent of much wider questions affcctmg the whole popn 
lation in this and many other respects, which must at tho same time have his 
very earnest attention He proposes then to send the papers to the General 
Department, to which these wider questions belong, in order that the sugges 
tions made may be there dealt with , this letter, therefore, is confined to the 
matter which appertains to the Irrigation Department

HOOGHLY FBVEE AND CONDITION OE THE EYOT3 


1 purposelt did not oontinne any direct inquiry after the Secre^ry of 
States’ despatch of September 1871, regarding the condition of the i^ots of 
Bengal, becanse I did not think that we should get much more by asking the 
same questions agam so soon, and because the mam end and object of all my 
measures and inquiries has in fact been to approach to a solution of this one 
great question We have progressed somewhat, and we hope to progress 
much more, towards knowmg something of the numbers and classes ot the 
population, of tenures and rents, rates of wages and pi ices of food, and 
other things affecting the condition of the people The local officers have 
been specially desired to give us in their periodical reports all that they know 
of these things and of the general condition ot the people, from year to year 

2 The annual administration reports now coming in from the different 
divisions contain much that throws great light on these subjects, and all this 
must be collated with reference to this inquiry The report of the Burdwan 
division, in which Hooghly cum Howrah, Buidwan and Midnapore are com 
pnsed, has not yet been received 

3 Ab respects the condition of the people of these provinces, one broad 
general assertion may I think be hazarded, tiz > that they are as a rule com 
paratively better off in tiie east, and worse off in the west They are better 
off in the former m two respects, which may be more or less inter related as 
cause and consequence 

(1) The rate of wages is higher m the east at the same time that food 
IS for the most part cheaper (Orissa in the west perhaps excepted with respect 
to cheapness of food) , and (2) roots in the east are less screwed up to rack* 
rent pitch, and probably are lighter in comparison to the productiveness of 
the soil and the remunerative character of such staples as jute, &c , &o 

4 I made a special inquiry on this subject of rents, and we have received 
a mass of figures, but they are very wide and vague, and require much 
sifting before we can say more than the above I take it the rent questions, 
which are cropping up in eastern districts, do not imply that rents are more 
racked there than elsewhere, but that the people have not yet submitted to 
rack renting to the same extent as elsewhere 

6 It 14 ceitath that if the practical working of the permanent settlement 
had accorded with the theory of the Regulations of 1793, if the ryots had 
fixity ot lent as the zemindars have fixity of revenue, the people of Bengal 
would now be the easiest in India but it is far otherwise, and the degree to 
which rents have been racked in different districts is a great degree the measure 
ot the comfort or discomfort of the people 

6 In districts to the West, where labor is cheap and land is dear, there 
IS this distinction, that the people of some districts emigrate freely, or what is 
more common than regular emigration (the emigration proper is in such a 
population insignificant;, thty go to other parts of the country for temporary 
service and labor, or go at ceitain seasons to districts where hands are scarce, 
like bands of Irish reapers in former days 

The people of both Behar and (Orissa thus largely supplement their home 
means The people of Chota Nagpore (perhaps of all the countries in India 
that ID which labor is cheapest) do so still more largely and seem in their 
own country to be pretty well off in their very simple way This faciHty ot 
emigrating or going out for labor extends wherever the aboriginal blood 
predominates, eg, into the Uineegunge portion of Burdwan, Bancoorih, 
Beerbhoom, and upper Midnapore But the fever tract is to the east of tins 
in an Aryan country 

7 The census returns show the district of Hooghly and a few thannahs 
of Midnapore (now invaded by tlie fever), with two or three thannahs ot 
Burdwan, to bo the most populous tracts in these provmces—probably in 
India 
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8 Then comes the question, what proportion of the whole are towns 
people and non agnoultaralists P I fear that the census returns are not 
very^rehable on this point, since so many people both cultivate and follow 
q^ore or less some other occupation that it is verv difficult to secure uniformity 
of pfactlce in the classification The agncultural laborers, too, have not been 
dffitinguished from non agricultural laborers so well as we could wish Also 
the statements of the Registrar General do not give information on these points in 
a very accessible form Is o doubt we must make allowance for the towns and 
great villages, containing a large town mercantile and fishing population, which 
fringe the nver Hooghly m the Hooghly District, includmg Howrah in that 
term 

9 But apart from this we find in the back lying thannahs an immense 
population, notwithstanding that here is the low country so much covered 
with water that great drainage and reclamation works are suggi sted Similarlv, 
m Midnapore, Mr Harrison remarks that the most crowded thannahs are those 
in the pit of the low land between the great rivers I do not take Donmjoor 
(with a population rate of 1 417 per mile) the thannah next to Howrah 
because that might be supposed to be suburban, though 1 am assured tliat it is 
really quite rural Passing this over we have the thannahs of —

which seem to form a low lying water tract, stretching from behind Howrih 
to near Midnapore, without a single town and still with an average popula 
tinn fully equal to or exceeding 1,000 per square mile of gross area The 
figures opposite each thannah give the rate of population per mile 

10 ihere can be no doubt that this is an cxtiemely dense rural popula 
tion It considerably exceeds the densest of the Bohar districts, Saron, where 
considerable rural tracts have a population of about 900 per square nule 

11 Still, living as the rural Bengallecs do in scattered villages, the 
country population is not so thick as necessarilv to affect health If their 
h dlth 18 affected b\ population, it must be either through poverty or owing 
to unsanitary habits This very populated tract is in close proximity to, and 
m very easy nver communication with Calcutta, where there is a great demand 
for labor, and labor fetches a good price 

12 I believe that in those low lands there is not much rich garden 
cultivation , it is, I think, chiefly a nee country , and rice, as cultivated in 
Bengal, is a crop that reqmres comparatively little labor If this be so, it 
would seem that so great a population cannot be profitably employed on so 
scant and water logged a soil , and if the people arc really unusually poor, the 
question will he whether it is because they won’t go out and work, and prefer 
to stay at home on thoir patches of ground and starve 1 bis may be tested 
by finding whether the people of this part of the country work in Calcutta, or 
otherwise go ont for labor I have been told by men uho ought to know that, 
m foot, many of them do work in Calcutta and that they are not specially poqjr 
as compared to other Bengal ryots This is, however, a view opposed to the 
opmions of Colonel Haig and l)r Saunders, and the facts must be sifted I am 
iDchned to thmk that if will be found that the people of this part of Bengal 
do not emigrate although th^ may work in Calcutti, and that so long as they 
are not killed down by cusease they go on increasing at home 

18 Since it seems to be the ease that the country, which has been the 
scene of Colonel Haig’s inqmry, and much of which has also suffered from 
the fever, is really the most excessive m point of population in the country, 
and seeing that information regarding the country at large can hut come in 
very gradually from many sources, I think it will he hist in the first 
instance to confine our special inquiries, in fulfilment of the wishes of the 
Qqyernment of India, to the fever districts and the specially populous tracts 
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which I have mentioned, while ire will at the same time publish the papers 
and invite information from officials and non officials 

14 It will be ascertamed how far the questions propounded b 7 *the 
Government of India can be answered from the records of inquiries an^ 
reports already made, and special means will be taken to obtam information 
on those questions which cannot be sufficiently answered ^ 

16 With respect to the densely populated tract, I propose first to 
analyse very specially the population returns, to ascertain who the people 
of those tracts are, what occupations they follow, and how they are distributed 
m villages large or small 

16 I would then ask— Are these people particularly poor as compared to 
the people of other districts, and if so, why ? What are the prevailing rates of 
wages and prices of food ? Are they bard worked in their ordinary agnoui- 
tural pursuits, or have they time on their hands P Are they rack rented ? 
and would put the other questions suggested by the Government of India 
Especially, I would very carefully inquire whether they work in Calcutta, 
Howrah, or elsewhere, and whether thiy emigrate at all ? I think special local 
inquiry on these points must be made by intelligent officers so as to get at 
tbe facts with greater precision than we have them from parts of the country 
which are not thus specialised 

17 Some special inquiry must be made regarding the class of weavers 
who are I behove numerous in some parts of Hooghly, Burdwan, and 
Midnaporc since theirs is a down going trade, and it may be that they 
specially suffer 

18 1 may observe that while, on the one hand, some road cess returns 
sent in by the Cbrnmissioner of Burdwan would seem to show that the 
average holding of each ryot in Hooghly and Burdwan is unexpectedly small, 
on the other hand, I notice that in the proceedings of the Hooghly Road Cess 
Committee Baboo Jovkishen Mookeijee is said to have stated that much land 
is lying untiUed lor want of people to cultivate it, which would seem to imply 
that, since the fever at any rate, excess of population is not in his view the 
evil Yet the census was taken after most of the ravage of fever in Hooghly 
had occurred 

19 I am verv much struck, m comparing the population returns with 

the map, to observe that the highest population almost exactlv corresponds with 
the tract marked by Colonel Haig m the deepest colors as most in want of 
drainage and impiovement, and nith a similar tract in Midnapore, which has 
similarly suffered from flood, and the difficulty of carrying off the water, as 
I myself witnessed a few months ago Colonel Haig gives a vivid and, I may 
say, horrible description of the tract, as one in which there is absolutely no 
healthy flow of water whatever, and no escape — a hollow in which the wsater 
stagnates, and a mass of decaying vei,otation festers in it , where noxious 
fumes exhale m the hot weather, while the damp of the raw cold weather 
and extremes of temperature then pi evading render it still more unwholesome 
Yet, in these reeking swamps, the human race seems to have multiplied to a 
greater extent than anywhere in India — perhaps in the world It seems 
as if it may he almost said that we cannot have too much water in this 
countrv, and that in such conditions in this chmate, all sanitary science 
notwithstanding, the human race will multiply till it is wasted by great 
calamities As it is, Colonel Haig truly observes that up to this time there 
has been much less fever in these reeking swamps than in the higher parts 
ot Burdwan and Hooghly, where there is a sensible natural drainage •

A Regulation for the peace and government of certain distncts on the FaUern Frontier of Bengal 

Whfrp^s the Secretarv of State for India in Council has by Resolution m Council 
declaied the pnovisions of Act XXXllI Yic , Cap J ^cctioti 1 to be applicable to the districts 
of Kamroop Ourrung, Nowgong SeebsaUi^or LucLimpore Garo Hills, Kba i and Jynteah 
Hills Naoa Hills Cachar, and Chittagon^ Hill 

And whereas the Lieutenant Governor ot Bengal has proposed to the^Governor General 
in Council a diolt of the following Regulation together with the reasons for proposing the 
same for the peace and goverument of the said distncis 

And whereas the Governor General iii Council has t »ken such draft and reasons into 
consideration and has approved of such draft and the same has received the Governor 
General s assent — 

The following Regulation u now published in the Gazette rf India and will be published

Statement of Dejects and Reasons 
The primary object of this Bill is to make three 
amendments m the Furopean Vagrancy Act (XXI 
of 1869) first to enable the .governors of work 
houses to punish vagrants disobeying rules by 
solitary confinement by reduction of diet or by 
hard labor secondly to provide a punishment 
for vagrants who, with the governor s permission, 
leave a workhouse for a limited time, or a speci 
fied purpose, but fail to return on the expiration 
of such time or when such purpose has been 
accomplished or proves impracticable and thirdly, 
to render the owners and agents of ships from 
which foreign European sailors are discharged m

3 This system of illcg il exactions is now, however, in such univers il 
vogut, is so deeply rooted and so many social relations depend thereon, that 
It becomes a question whether it is desirable that Government should by iny 
^encril oi very stringent measures intt rfere to put a stop to them It must 
be thoroughly understood howevci, that the Government, in hesitating to adopt 
SI A (re or cxticme measures, in no degree recognizes or legalizes these tosses 
llh gal, iirecovciable by law, and piohibitcd by law, they must remain , but it 
m ly perhaps be better, under all the circumstances except in extreme cases, 
not diiectly to interfere As the piople get better protected, better educated, 
nnd better able to understand and protect tbcir own rights and position, things 
will no doubt to some extent adjust themselves 

4 I’or thepicsont, then, the Lieutenant Governor thinks that it will bo 
sufficient to direct th it Magistiate Collectors should be careful to inteifere in 
thi case of any extreme oppression In any case in which any duress oi 
Aiolcnce IS used by zemindars or others to enforce illegal cesses, the Magistr itc 
should int( rfeie piomptlv, treating the matter as an cxtoition , and uherever in 
any paiticular estate the zemindar, by any means, manages to collect fiom his 
ryots inordinate cesses, (xceeding those sanctioned by the usages of that p iit 
of tiic country, measures should be taken to inquire and ascirtain the facts to 
protect and instruct the ryots as to their ri_hfs and generally to put a stop to 
such oppressions by every legal and proper means 

5 His Honor will also take ad\ an tage of the opportunity offered by th( 
publication of the road cess rules to make it generally known to tbe pc^le 
that excepting that one cess, of which the burden on the ryots will be s^ctly 
limited in each district, all other cesses are illegal and irrecoverable by^^itw

The coiresponilenoe of IHO^t 70 which ended m the appointment of a committee f( r the 
preparation of medic il text bo ks IQ the vernacular, also Dr C N Macnamura s 
letter of the Stli Au.u t 1878 statin, bis views and those of other medical writers 
on the best system of scieutific terminology foi vernacular medical works 

Read also — 

The letter addressed by this Government to the Government of India Homo Depart 
ment, on the 11th August 1871 renewing the proposal that a sum of six hi hs offered 
in 1871 72, halt by the Government of India and half by the Bengil Governmintf 
should be spent in making additions and improvements to the Medical College 
B spital buildings 

Resolution — In the year 1889 there was much discussion and corre- 
spondence regarding the best way of giving instruction to the rapidly increas 
ing numbers of Rengalces who desiied to enter the medical profession It was 
agreed by all that the Calcutta Medical College was not capable of indefinite 
enlargement It was held by some that small classes ot medical students 
might very well receive at distiiot dispensaries such elementary teaching in 
medicine as would enable them to settle in their own districts as medical 
practitioners and to ticat usefully the ordinary Indian diseases Others held 
that inexpensive medic il sehools mi,,ht be attached to the head quarters of each 
diviMon , while the inaiority of medical men were of opinion that nothing sh^rt 
of the standard ot medical education now given would fit men to he liccn^ as 
medical practitioners Ihe papers of this discussion were laid befgj^^ the 
Government of India in 1869 by Sir "William Grey, who explainedji^object 
to be the " training up of a body of local practitioners able to >E?^y simple 
remedies to ordinary diseases, such as cholera, sm ill pox, and epidemio fever, 
and who should displace the present i.noiant native koberajes ” J he Bengal 
Government at the same time proposed to attach medical classes to the Mitford 
Hospital at Dacca under ^he superintendence ot the Civil Surgeod The 
Government of India left it to the Lieutenant Governor’s discretion to adopt 
the course deemed best and said that no further impcri il grant could at that 
time be given for the promotion of medical education in Bengal No local funds, 
however, were available for the proposed objects^ud the proposals of 1^69 were 
not carried out 

2 From time to time the Medical College authorities have represented 
tliat the college premises and lecture rooms were quite insufiieient for tlieir 
purpose, that the College Hospital was in many respects unsuitable , and that a 
now hospital and college were required at a cost of a very largo sum ot money 
The necessity of a very considerable imp'-ovement of the hospital and extensiai 
of the college was urged by the present Lieutenant Governor in 1871, and the 
Governin ent of India was pleased to accede to the Lieutenant Governor s proposal 
that a sura of six lakhs or £60,000 should be given, half irom the imperial and 
half from provincial funds, for the improvement and enlargement of the 
hospital and college This sum was, however, deemed insutficient by the college 
authorities , and the proposal was on that account unfructuous During the 
last few weeks the Lieutenant Governor has informed the college authorities 
that in his opinion tho time has come vi hen he must do the best ho can with 
BIX lakhs, if that sum can he made available, aud he has invited Aheir 
assistance and suggestions 
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3 The proposed eztensfons of the Oollege Hospital and college class rooms 
will, however, not meet the difficulty now caused by the immanageable numl^rs 
of th^Medioal College classes, nor the want felt for increased memcal instruction 
m^any parts of Bengal The necessity that Go\ ernment should deal very early 
with this matter wis strongly brought to the notice of the Lieutenant Governor 
by the Inspector General of Ho‘>pitals and by the Medical College authorities in 
the month of May last 'the Lieutenant Governor caused selections from the 
previous correspondence to be circulated to officers of the Medical Collosre and 
to other civil and medical officers , and he also mvited a full expression of opinion 
from the Inspector General of Hospitals upon the best way of meetmg this 
difficulty The replies to this reference have now been considered by the 
Lieutenant Governor Dr Campbell Brown's report, which is very full and 
intetesting, shows that three questions press for very early disposal, namelv — 

(1) The improvement of the vernacular classes at the Calcutta Medical 

College 

(2) The establishment of vernacular medical schools at other places 

m Bengal 

(3) The completion of a series of vernacular text books of medicine 

and surgery with the least poeedtle delay 

4 Takmg these three subjects in order, the Lieutenant Governor oomes 
first to— 

• The tmprovetnent of the vernacular otaaeee at the Calcutta Medwal College

The two classes of students who are taught in Bengalee attend exactly 
tb^^me lectuics, ham the same subjects, and are examined m the same 
subjto^for the most part Drs U B Smith and Cutcliffe recommend 
that th^^o classes be blended into one under the title ot the licentiate class 
It seems tcNia generally admitted that such an amilgimatipn is desirable , and 
the Lieuton^ Governor approves of its being carried out The Medical 
Department mil decide what title had best to be given to the amalgamated 
Bengali c classes but the alteration had better not be earned out until the 
iec rates have been revised and the other proposals regaiding the Calcutta 
vernacular classes have hi en finally settled 

5 But whatevei may be the final arrangements of the vernacular classes, 
tbt main facts for the present purpose are that we have at the Medical Oollcgi 
1,400 students, whose numbers Mi^rease 25 per cent everv year , that the hospitil 
at which these students receive clinical teaching makes up 137 beds , that nearly 
600 of the students receive a high education through the medium of the 
English language, and from selected and highly paid European professors tliat 
nearly SOO students receive a shorter and less complete medical education in 
Bengfilee at the hands of the selected but less highly paid native teachers , and 
tlwt about 130 pupils, mostly up country men, receive the same education in 
Hindustanee at the hands of the same teachers that instruct the Bengalee classes 
Dr Campbell Brown tells us that for every hundred medical students there 
ought to be 50 beds in the hospital at which bedside teaching is given, and he 
tells us also that 600 students is about as large a number as one set ot lecturers 
tan satisfactorily teach, and that at any rate 1,000 must be the maximum nura 
her which any single medical school shm^d contain The College Principal and 
Professois tell us in the plainest langtf^^that, with the present overcrowded 
classes, one half of the students actuall'^tmnnot hear what a lecturer says, still 
fewerwctm understand the demonstrations, and any real bedside teacliing oi 
tutorial instruction by question and answer is, ior all but the few attentive. 
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clever Rtudents, almost impossible The consequences are that onlv 31 per cent 
of the Mtdicil Collogo students ever pass and gam their diploma, and <(as m 
the case mentioned by Dr C Macnsm ira) even a passed student who had got 
his diploma has received no practical teaching, and “ did not know wberePto 
placf his stethoscope in order that h( might listen to the sounas at the apdk of 
the heart tt last fixed on a point above the right nipple, and then started off 
with a bit of some lecture about the sounds of the heart ” 

6 It seems to the Lieutenant Governor abundantly clear that we cannot 
continue to keep the increasipg Bengalee classes attached to the Medical Col 
lCp.c Hospital We arc bound if we teach them at all and give them diplomas, 
to attach them to a hospital where they can have some real bedside teaching, 
and to provide enough teachers and lecture rooms, so that each student 
may get some real tutorial instruction from a competent man, before he is 
launched into the world with a Government license to treat his country men 
for all manner of diseases It is also clear that the Medical College Hospital, 
its accommodation, and its European staff of professors, is not more than 
suffioii nt for the 600 students of the English classes, who are rapidly increas 
ing in numbers, and who receive the highest medical education we can give 
1 he Bengalee classes must be accommodated elsewhere where they can have 
plenty of room and care, and receive regular chnical teaching The only 
institution in Calcutta to which thev could be attached is the Pauper Hospital 
at Sealdsh, which makes up 300 beds, and near which there is ample space 
This hospital is supported hy the Calcutta Municipalitv , but the Lieutenant 
Governor believes the Justices will readily agree to ns becoming the seat of so 
nnportant an institution as the vernacular branch of the Medical College He 
would hope, too, that the attention, which the hospital would receive in connec- 
tion with such an mstitution, may lead to some decrease of the sad mortality 
which occurs there 

7 If the Justices have no objection, the Lieutenant Governor would 
propose to take immediate steps for providing the requisite lecture rooms and 
buildings for the accommodation of the vernacular classes at the Sealdah 
Hospital He would hope that the Government of India may be able to render 
available, for the time at least, some of the bmldings designed for the Fort 
Canning Railway The Sealdah classes would continue to be a branch o^ the 
Medical College, and would en]oy the advantage of the supervision A the 
Principal and the College Council , but they would have ample aep/^moda 
tion, and their teachers would be able to give them olmical instriv^fon The 
difficulty as to thd insufficient number of teachers could bo o^jfcomc in part 
by relieving the teachers of the Bengalee classes of the Hindustanee pupils 
who may possiblv be eventually transferred to medical schools where Hindu 
stance is the vernacular, a large proportion of them being military students 
from the Upper Provinces The \ernacular teachers who now give a double 
sit of lectures, one set in Bengalee and one sot in Hindustanee, would be able, 
when the Hindustanee students aie transferred to give their lull time to 
teaching the Bengalee students It wouldm-obably be necessary to have a 
selected European medical officer, or a first rtif^ative officer on almost as hi<,h 
pay, as Supirintindcnt at Sealdah, to maintain disci^hne and direct the classes 
rho appointment of the Police Surgeon who has now charge oi the Sealdah 
Hospital, might perhans be re arranged in connection with the scheme, if the 
Justices agree A native House Surgeon might be substituted for the Apothc 
cary now resident at the hospital The total extra cost of the Biatich Medjpal 
College at bealdah would probablv not be very excessive, while the feos received 
from the classes are alreadv large The vernacular teachers would be trans 
fined 18 they stand to Sealdah, but the Lieutenant Governor fears it would 
not be possible to reduce the Furopean staff of the Medical College, because 
the professors would have the full English classes they now teach, which 
number about 600 students, and which are rapidly increasing 

8 The Lieutenant Governor now comes to the second point, namely— 

The establishment of Vernacular Medical Schools at other places in Bengal 

Dr Campbell Brown tells us that the present Medical College supplies the 
actual \\ants of the public service, and that it is also supplying a small number 
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of men who settle doi/^in Bengal villages and towns as private practitioners 
The njamher of these pDractitionerti in sonn of the centres of population i» already 
considerable, as will be seen from the following passage in Dr Brown’s repprt 
Hb wntesr— 

^ Some idea of the number of practitioners who may possiblv settle among the people 
^may be gained from the following facts which I have derived from recent inspection reports 
submitted by Deputy burgeon General H B Buckle o b In the town of Hooghly (and 
Chinsara), with 84 761 inhal^itants, there are, besides men in Government empliy and 
native koberajes, 23 private practitioners oi 1 to every 1 511 persons Of these 5 belong to 
the Sub Assistant Surgeon Class 6 t( the Native Doctor (*laes 18 to the Compounder Class 
In tho town of Jessore with 8,la2 inhabitants there are 5 private practitioners, or 1 to every 
1 680 inhabitants Of these, 1 was a native doctor, I a compounder 2 are failed stndents 
and 1 a uondiscript In the town of Kishnai,hur with 2C 150 inhabitants there are 14 
private practitioners, or 1 to every 1,910 persons Of these 2 belong to the '>ab Assistant 
Sur|,eon Class Z are rejected students Z native doctors 3 cimpounders and 5 servants to 
privati disiinsarus Taking these places as representative it appears that 1 practitioner lu 
every 2 000 inhabitants can earn a living Were a similar proportion to obtain throughout 
Beui^al, there would be 34,000 medical practitioners, and to meet losses by death it would 
be necessary to provide about 900 men yearly ’ 

The great and constant increase of students at the Medical College shows 
that the profession of medicine is becoming popular , and the Lieutenant 
Governor is glad to learn that it is also fairly lucrative, for he has been told 
that most of the practitioners mentioned in the foregoing extract are believed 

* to earn from Rs 50 to Bs 200 a month Seeing how very much there is of 
remediable illness and disease in Bengal, the Government cannot but view w ith 
satisfaction the fact that private practitioners of scientific medicine are 
spreading themselves among the more advanced districts and towns of Bengal 
And the Lieutenant Governor believes it to be the bounden duty of Government 
to make the best arrangements possible for teaching young men who wish to 
study medicine 

9 One«third of the Medical Oollege students are said to come from Dacca 
and its neighbourhood, notwithstanding the expenses and other drawbacks 
mcident to young men coming to live in Calcutta It seems quite certain 
that it medical schools were established at places like Dacca and Patna, the 
classes would very soon fill At any rate it is absolutely necessary to establish 
suSl^chools and relieve the Galoutte Bengalee clashes, which already number 
neai^^OO pupils, and will at the recent rate of increase reach 1,100 or 1,200 
in anotl||r^two years The Lieutenant Governor considers that it is absolutely 
necessar^li^stablish vernacular medical schools at Daqca and at Patna at 

* once At D^a there is the Mitford Hospital to which the school could be 
attached , it already makes up some sixty beds, and its accoinrnodatiou will 
have to be enlarged when the Dacca school students exceed 200 in number 
At Fdtna the hospital will have to be in some degree enlarged at the expense of 
Government in order to meet the requirements ol the medicdl school 

10 The Lieutenant Governor would prefer to have a scpaiate medical 
o£S.eer in charge of each of these new schools , for the civil 8ur„eoneios of Dacca 
and Patna have already very naii^ work But such a separate officer would 
add very greatly to the cost of the schools The Agra school has been man i^ed 
sueee&blully by the Civil burgeon for a number ol vears and if the Medical 
Department think it possible, the new schools might be opened under the 
gcueral supervision of the Civil Surgeon at Dacca and Patna, competent native 
medical officers bung placed at their head, and the bub \ssisWt burgeons now 
employed being utilized If this be done, then the cost of each of these schools 
mijjht probably not be veiy excessive lor the native teachers and the hospital 
house surgeons at the vernacular schools of medicme, the best plan will be to gi\ e 
a stall allowance, in addition to their grade of the officer employed The 
Lieutenant Governor understands that Dr Brown inclines to this plan, as being 
calculaled to keep good and contented men, rather than to a consolidated 
allowance, such as is ^iven to the preajmt Calcutta teachers 

11 The Lieutenant Governor thw accepts the view held by the majoritv 
of ofiicers consulted, that we must ke^n the level of our vernacular medical 
teachjy^ig at least up to the standard laid down tor the Calcutta vernacular 
classes At the same time he considers that there is much m what 
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Pr C Macnamara says in the following extract Regarding the advantages of 
tes^hin^ apprentices at district hospitals and dispemanes Dr Macnamara 
writes — • e 

What yre require on the part of the professor is that he should gain some persdoal 
knowledge of his pupils instructing them when in class somewhat after the fashion (£l the 
Oxford tutors and referring them to existing vernacular text books in place of lectures, 
except perhaps on the subject of chemistry and anatomy Beyond this it is not wise to 
bring a number of ignorant pative youths from their homes to study in a place like the 
Medical College where they are practically beyond the superrision of their superiors and 
exposed to all the evil influences of a city like Calcutta Many of them take to bad habits, 
and some lose self respect so far as to becoming actual bpggars Most of them have little 
regard for their superiors and ultimately turn out a set of practitioners much inferior in 
every way to the old class of native doctors who were trained by our Civil Surgeons and 
regimental medical oflicers but who had not enjoyed the adv&utages of a college education 

For the purposes described in Mr Eden's letter it would be bettor to revert to our 
former practu c of training local practitioners rather than extend the Medical College system 
of education to Dacca Patna or anywhere else I would advocate the scheme of affording 
young men an opportunity of gaming an elementary but practical knowledge of their work 
111 our various charitable dispensaries and the jail hospitals of the districts in which they 
reside Ihcre are several advantages in schools of this kind , in the first place the influence 
of friends and relations is brought to bear on the pupil the student learns the habits dialect 
diseases and the power of resistance to disease of the class of people he is brought in contact 
with and what is very important he thus comes immediately under the eye of his superiors 
If a decent fellow, he catches more or less of their tone, and if a bad man his faults ere 
quickly detected, and he is turned out of the place Everv district charitable dispensary 
should be cipable of holding twenty beds besides having attached lo it a residinoe for the 
STub Assistant burgeon and an out patient department 1 would not permit more than ten 
pupils at a time to study at any one dispensary, and they should be allowed a monthly stipend 
from Government" 

The Lieutenant Oovernor would not wish to insist upon the plan being 
tried everywhere But he considers it might be made a very useful parallel 
system, and perhaps it might in some way supplement our medical school 
teaching He would ask the Inspector General of Hospitals to suggest arrange 
ments under which Civil Surgeons might receive, as practical apprentices in 
the district hospitals, students who have passed the College course 

The Lieutenant Governor would be disposed to advise that i smaller ccc rse 
than otheruise of theoretical study should be accepted from students wly also 
verve one year’s apprenticeship at i district hospital before they aie i 

license to practise and receive a certificate of piaotical ifficiency on this 

point Sir George Cdmpbtll would wish to receive an txpression Inspector 
Geneial’s views It is possible that the system (referred to in Dr Brown’s 
12th paragraph) whereby candidates foi the hospital assistant class are obliged 
to undergo “ one year s training in a fiospital or dispensary” may bo preferable 
But whether it eomts at the beginning or the end of the school course, the 
Lieutenant Governor considers that such practical training should be very 
upecially encouraged 

12 There remains the question of jjQglhn At present, m one branch of 
the vernacular classes a student pays Rs 10 entrance and Rs 3 monthly 
tee, while in the other he pays Rs 2 entrance and Rs 2 monthly fee 
Di D B Smith recommends that the fee for the Calcutta vernacular classes

*Dr Campbell Brown, Dr D B Smith, and the other members of the Medical 
College Council, lajr very much stress ou the absolute necessity for prepanng 
these text books without delay The Lieutenant Governor finds that in the 
years 1868 70 there was discussion on this subject, and that a committee, 
consisting of the Director of Public Instruction, some Hindoo and Mohamedail 
gentlemen, and four Medical College Professors, were appointed to procure the 
preparation of a set of medical text books in Bengalee It does not appear that 
anything has been done by this committee At any rate the requirement is 
now more urgent than it ever was The Lieutenant Governor believes that 
the best way will be for Government to grant a considerable sum to be expended 
as rewards for prize text books He would ask the Inspector General of 
Hospitals to favor him with a draft of such a notice as might be issued, 
givmg rewards in suitable proportions for text-books or haud books in the 
several subjects Sir George Campbell considers that one of the most useful 
medical works we could have would be a good hand book on Indi m drugs and 
indigenous materials used or capable of being used as medicine He believes it 
to be the opinion of medical men well qualified to judge that there is nn extreme 
negd for a good vernacular hand book of this kind It uould have to be 
considered whether a maximum and minimum length should not be set down for 
each text book , whether the piize book should be in Englioh, or in Bengalee, 
or in both , if in English, how we should get over the difficulty of getting a 
really scientific, accurate, and intelligible translation of an English prize text 
book As English books will be common to all India, it may bo hoped that 
the Government of India will bear their cost, this Government bearing the cost 
of translation The jury who may be appointed to award prizes should 
have power to award to any deserving but unsuccessful candidate such sum as 
would recompense him for the cost of compiling and translating his woik The 
Inspector General of Hospitals would consider whether the piizo book should 
be the property of Government, or whether it should be made a condition that 
the author diould bring out a good Bengalee edition of his work at a

the CoimlliBSionerfa will continue to give their attention to providing improved 
accomoiodatllin for traffic ot this class , he has already expressed an opinion 
that facilities suould be provided by extensions of the pubho wharves northwards 
The Strand Bank has been made up with only one break m the whole distance 
between the Armenian and Aheereetollah Ghfits The progress of the works 
and impfovements of the wharves is satisfactory Tho Lieutenant Governor 
must still observe that the sums which it is proposed shortly to devote to 
accommodation for inland boats seem incommensurate to the largeness of the 
net receipts from this source jle wou ld suggest that if one light pontoon

The Report on the Calcutta Medical Inetitutione for the year 1872 

1 For the first time the results in the whole of the large medic il mstilu 
tionsof Calcutta except the Native Hospital are reviewed together m this report, 
and the Lioutenaut Governor must thauk Dr Brown and his Secretary Dr 
Macleod, for a very complete and interesting analysis of the statistics biaiing 
upon the health ot Calcutta and its suburbs His Honor would, however 
ask the Surgeon Generd to consider whether it is really necessary to include 
in future reports all the detailed tables given in the appendixes They are 
more, certainly, than Government requires, and mijjht, it is believed be 
materially reduced without impaiiing the value ot the report as a department il 
record No detailed account of the working of the Native Hospital is given in 
the Report though the figures are mcluded in the returns probably heciuse 
thi&is an independent institution, which has formed the subject of a Government 
resolution, dated 1st April last In future, however, it would be convenient 
to include this institution also in the general review, and the Lieutcnint Gover 
nor cannot but think that the Governors and Dr Macnamara will v illingly 
give the Surgeon General the means of doing so 

2 The total number of persons treated at the hospitals and dispensaries 
during the year was 251,039, or 16,386 more than m the previous year Of 
these 20 80d wore inpatients, and 231,134 received outdoor relief It is 
satisfactory to learn that the increased attendance indicates only increasing 
usefulness in the institutions affected, and not any increase of disease the 
year having been mdeed, but for the dengue epidemic, very tolerably healthy

Europeans and Eurasians, Mussulmans,^^^iUother castes, seem tln-refore to

next in ordei of fatalitv Small pox has for some veais past been almost 
unknown — thanks piobably to the operations of the Vaocim Dipartmont 

6 The remarks made by the Surg< on General in paragraph 8 as to the 
importance of fixing precisely the locality of cholera oases, are much to tlie 
point, and the Chairman of the Justices will be asked to draw the Health 
Officer’s attention to them 

7 In paragraph 9 it is shown that the healthiest months in the year are 
those in which the heat is greatest, while the most unhealthy are the cold 
weather months The influence of season upon disease is a subject ot which 
very little is accurately known As the Surgeon General remarks, the collec 
tion^^ careful statistics may enable us in time to bung in meteorology to 
assist u^n arriving at a clearer theory of causation than wc now possess 

8 ^wHeMcd/cal College Hospital — The number of piticnts ulieved 
bv the Mecnb%l College Hospital was, indoor, 6 103, outdoor, 42 213, the

prevented its being placed where it would have been of most use 

17 Dr b wart draws attention to the sewers that still void themselves 
into the river, and to winch much of the mortality among the sailors is attri 
huted The Chairman of the Justices will be asked to get a report from the 
Town Engineer upon this matter, and the Department of Military Works will be 
requested to report on the state of things as regards the Fort drains and the 
possibility of impioving their arrange nents 

18 Dr Ewart’s analyses of results under the other principal diseases 
are mterc«ting, but c ill for no special remark further than that careful investi 
gations into the n iture of remittent fever ought to he quite possible with tlie 
stiff, permanent and tempoi ary, attached to the hospital Ihe fact tb^t all 
the casts of heat apoplexy or sunstroke (tnsolatto) n covered is noteworthy

not to pSh@ the rule in the case of this institution, and meantime Dr Ewart 
IS authoriz^Njo buv second hand books here Perhaps if it wire generally 
known bow l^ks and magazines are valued m a hospital like this many

21 TAc Nutaea' InahMmn — ^Tlie Calcutta Nurses Institution has again 

done much usctul work and though its balances have fallen somewhat, it 
has been able to increase. its staff to supply the wants ot the General 
Hospital After the year closed, however, Government had to make a special 
giaht of Rs 2,000 to the Committee of Management to enable them to meet 
tbeir worl ing expenses, and iPTPtMgiillttt the ladies of the Committee and the 
friends of ihe Institution have able to place its finances on a satis 

factory footing 

22 The Munmpal Pauper Soapttal — ^The Pauper Hospital, or Lazar 
House of Calcutta, maintains its high death rate ot 277 per mille, or 202 
excluding absolute moribunds Of the 1 ,618 deaths among the 6,467 persons 
uniw treatment, 303 died within twen^ four hours, and 494 more within a week 
ot admission, Most of the cases when they come in are chronic and beyond all 
medical skill Half tho admissions are oases rejected by the other hospitals and 
then brought to the Pauper Hospital, and a large proportion of the remainder 
are picked up by the police in the stmate Everything has been done that can 
be reasonably expected to reduce the d^tb rate and increase the chances of 
these poor cr< ature',, hut without mudi ptroeptible effect 'I he attention of the 
Justices will be invited through their Chairman, to Dr Woodford’s represent 
atiuns as. to the necessity of enclosing the building and grounds of the hospital 
The Urutenunt Governor also, as mtemated in paragraph 4 above, wishes to 
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have full and exact report as to the present practice of the other large 
hspoitals in rejecting cases or sending them to the Pauper Hospital 

The lieutenant Governor agrees with the Surgeon General that the present 
designaticm of Resident Apothecary is more appropriate than the proposed 
one of House Surgeon for the apothecan&s attached to the Pauper and Police 
Hospitals 

23 The Police Roapxtal — The Municipal Police Hospital returns show 
that the Calcutta Police is, as a bodv, healthy, the sick rate being 
only 3 per cent on strength, and the d( atb rate 2 14 The Chairman 
of the Justices will again be asked how the work of improving the dram 
age in the neighbourhood of the hospital is progressing, and lus attention will 
be asked to Dr Woodford s complaint that tho refuse of the adjoining houses is 
emptied into the hospitil compound The Commissioner of Police will be 
requested to consider w hether sufficient power to maintain proper order and 
discipline among the patients should not be delegated to the medical officer of 
the hospital The Lieutenant Governor awaits the report piomised on the 
menial establishment of this institution 

24 The Snkea Street Dtapensary has been treating a daily average of 
101 85 out door and 7 41 in door patients It has been decided to make it 
over to tho Governors of the Native Hospital 

23 The North Suburban Roapital treats onlv in door patients It 
received 72b during 1872 The mortahty rate was high, 2b per cent, 
accounted for by its being in the main a pauper hospital The Surgeon 
General should communicate with the Committee in order to the opening, if 
possible, of an out door dispensary, which is much u ante d in this quarter 

2b The Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital has foimed tho subject of cone 
spondence during tho year It treated 178 in and 6 379 out patients durm^ 
the year — a considerable advance on 1871, but the funds will be more usefully 
applied und( r tho arrangements recently sanctioned, transferring the in patients 
to a ward m the General Hospital and maintaining the separate institution as 
an out door dispensary only 

27 The Ahpore Dispensary is supported almost entirely bv Govern 
ment — a fact not very creditable to the chanty of the neighbourhood in 
which it stands It reheved 6,038 out and 176 m patients during then/ear 

28 The Ariatoon Apear Dispensary at Garden Reach was^^&cablished 
and 18 mainly supported by the liberality of a gentleman >s=^wtll known 
benevolence, Mr 1 Apear It relieved 8,402 sick during the<*^ear 

29 The Howrah Hospital — The Howrah General Hospital is an import 
ant institution The average daily sick was —

Dr Flliots report mudi uncertainty at present The death rate in this 
hospital appeals to be very high as ci^pared with others From tho B«port, 
howcvir.

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30 It IS ounous to notice that in this hospital the admissions from 
choleia were few and the death rate small, though cholera was understood, to 
he^at one time prevalent in Hon rah The admissions and results weie —

31 There has been a falling off m the number of European in door 
patients for some years past, attribute d (1) to the establishment ot the Sailors’ 
Home on the Calcutta side , (2) to the removal of many of the railway staff to 
Assensole, and (3) to diminished populaiity owing to changes in stafi The 
Lieutenant Governor hopes that the last eause at any rate has now been 
removed The liberality with which the employes of the Fist Indian Railway 
came forward to help the institution whtn in want of funds shows that its 
usefulness is appreciated, and the reforms lately introduced ought to have a 
good efifect The Government contribution to the hospital is liberal, and 
nothing more can be given should the medical officer’s fcais of dehcieney of 
funds be realised 

32 TAc Calcutta L >ck Hospital reports h ive been reviewed in a separate 
resolution on the working of the Contagious Diseases’ Act in Calcutta 

33 llu Lieutenant Governor will, in conclusion, ask the Surgeon Geneial 
to assure the gentlemen under whoso able professional manage ineiit the 
various institutions above reviewed are placed, of the continued intt n st which 
the Government takt« in their labors and tluir results His Honoi’s thanks 
are tendered to each and all of them, but their best reward is tlie consciousness 
th it they are doing much to relieyo suffering and adyanee the cause of medical

1 CT^MLthe honor to submit for the information of Government ropy of a letter No 208 
of 17th Jm^fiorn the Magistrate of Ilooghly, and to recommend that section 11 of Act II 
(B C) of 1867^}ay at once be extended to the places named in tlio margin of paragraph 
10 of the Magistrate's letter, and along the public road from the Boidyahatty railway station 
to Tarkessur and to the towns of ^oidyabatty and Bhudessur 

2 The circumstances reported by the Magistrate are very remarkable and it is very 
necessar} that immediate steps sl^ould be taken to put a stop to ^ambling by means of the 
well known three caid trick, ^hich is, 1 fear an importation of Western science 

3 I regret that the supject was not brought to my notice sooner, as it has evidently 
rfin its course for at least a y^m and the police have been vainly attempting to stop it under 
prosecutions for obstructing rqjy|^n^bstructing the police in the exei ution ol their duty 

4 1 believe that a notifies t^TJPHJPWulages and the road and towns as recommended 
by the M i„istrate will be sufficient fSf^iepurpoBcs of the Act I should be however glad 
to see a more gc neral notification issued for the extension ot the law to all towns 
villages and places within the district of Hooghly^ as such a notification would enable the Ma 
giRtrate tosuppiess the offence wherever it appears, as it is only too probable that, if thcoffince 
lb only prohibited locallv some ot the gamblers may shift tluir (piarters and prev on the billy 

elsewhere in the district If this cannot be done 1 will direct the Magistrate to 
prop(se and submit a more compithtnaiva list of villages and under any circurabtanees a 
clearer definition is needed of the riverside road ruuniug beside the Grand Trunk Koad

3 It appears tiiat gambling is piuetisid more or less alon? tire whole length of the road 
from Boidy^itty to Turkessur the villiges oi Chapsarah Ka]odharpore and Chinamore Jon 
the road Bid* contain mist professional gamblers It is estimated that at these three viyages 
alone not less than seventy persons gam thei livelihood bv winnings from chance way Hiers 
^iin„ to or letuining from the large Sewrafuliv or Bi/idyabalty markets held eveiy Tuesday

4 Ihe read (torn Tatkessur to Boi lyahatty is the only one from the interior of the 
district that leads to the abo\e phees On b&i da>8 the road is alive with people for miles
